NORTH-WESTERN PROVINCES. 


1. EASPUB. 

Tbb first Kttlers of tbs Rohllla AfgbADSi were two brothers, Sbah Alam 
and Huawn Khan. The eon of the first of these, Da«d Khan, achieved some 
distinction io the earlier jiart of the eighteenth centorj. Bat the rise of the 
family is owing iraioly to his eon All Muhammad Khan, said to have beeo of 
Rindn sztractioo, who was adopted by Baud Eban, All Muhammad by bia 
successes on bis father's death collected many Afghan adveotarers, and for 
hie services against the Bara Saiyids he Koeived the title of l^awab and a 
grant of the greater part of Robilkhaod. He happened to offend the Sobadar 
of Ondh, who repaired to Delhi and hy bis representations indnced the King 
of Delhi, Muhammad Shah, to take the field against the Bohilla Chief. All 
Mohammad woe oompellrd to sarrendar, and was. made to relinquish bis 
territory, and to deliver two of bis sons as host^es. 

Not long afterwards he wna placed in charge of Sirbiod, but taking 
advantage of the confosion in the last months of the Emperor's reign, ooq> 
sequent on fcbe invasion of Abmad Shah Abdali, be posssd into RoUilkband 
and made good bis supremacy over the province. In the neat reign be 
obtained a confirmation of this territory from the eon of Muhammad Shah. 

Previous to his death, he made & disposition in favour of liis six sods, and 
till the retnrn from captivity of hU two elder sous (who hod been seised by 
Ahmad Sbah) and the majority of his other eons, he eotiiieted his territory 
to the guardianship of Hafiz Rahmat Khan, the binther, and Dodi Khan, 
the cousin, of Dand Khan. Not long after bla death the two sous were 
released. The final arrangement mode l»y the guardians was to place Fafzulln 
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jaaja^r oomprisio^ Raiopar Katta, estimate to be worth sis lakbe per 
annum. 

'When tbe Mabraitas bad in 1771 placed Shah Alaw oo the throne of 
Delhi the^ turned their attention to the coDqneat of the Kobilla country. 
Alarmed hj their approach, the Eobillaa temporized with them, aod mean¬ 
while propoaed an alliance with the Nawab of Oudh. Id 1772 an allianco 
oSensire and defensire («7o. 1) was cooclnded, by which the BobiUaa agreed 
to pay to the Nawab forty lahbe of rnpeee, on oonditiou of hia expel] log the 
Mabrattag. 

After the Mabrattes bad extorted from the Emperor the gnat of the 
districts of Allahabad and Eora, the Nawab became thoroughly alarmed and- 
applied to the English, who were bound by Treaty to assist him. At a eon* 
ference with ‘Warren Hastiuge at Beoaree, the Nawab procured the promise 
of troepe to ossist him in his designa against tbe Rohlllas, who were unable 
to resist the Mahrstt^e and who bad failed in tbeir pecuniary obligations. 
Tbe Waxir also made a Treaty with tbe Emperor, in which it was stipulated 
that the Emperor should assist him in the expedition, and receive a share of 
tbe conquered territory. 

Tbe Bobillas, who resisted tbe iotasion of their country, Wei’s defeated 
after a most gallant struggle, in which HaHa Hahmat was slain. Faixulla 
Ebaa withdrew with the remains of the Eobilla army to tbe bills, and after 
some negotiations and petty slnrmiabea, an Agi’esmenb (No. IT), known aa 
the Treaty of Lai Dhang, was made between him and the Nawab in 1774 under 
the BnUeb goarantee, by which he was eecnred in the State of Bampnr, ou 
oonditiou of military servloe to the Wazir. In 1783 tbe obligation of servioa 
was commoted (No. Ill) under the guarantee of tbe British GoTerument to a 
cash payment of Bb. 19,00,000. 

On the death of Faizulla Eban, disturbances broke out in the family. 
Muhammad AU Ehan, the eldeet son, was murdei’cd by hie brother Gbalam 
Muhammad Ehan, who usurped the jagir. As tbs State was held under 
British gusiantee, the aid of British troops was given to the Nawab of Oudli 
in ejecting the usurper and installing Ahmad Ali E.ban, tbe son of Mnbam* 
mad AH ELsn. A preliminary Agreement (No. IV) was executed in 171)4 
‘between tbe British Ckvernment, the Nawab, and the Bobilla tribe, after 
which in tbs same year Ahmad Ali Eban was restored by Treaty (No. V) 
under British guarantee to a portion of the State, tbs rest being annexed to 
Bohilkband.

eti uted; An error oeoqn^ in the .llotmeut of a portion of this laud, owing 
to the mmilarity m name of «,me village, .iteated re.perldvely within BriU* 
and Rampor liDiite, bnt tbi. wai eubsequently (in 1864) reotified by an Agree, 
meot (No, IX). In term, of the grant, dated 7th November 1864, fheee 
vdlagea wem argued in full .overeignty «with only tUa .tipniation that 
existing nghtf ul tenures were to be respected." 

In 1854, the Nawab ceded to tie Britiab Government in full eovereigntv 
the iMd reqoired for the Railway to he oonetmcted through bi. jegir, and

and XI). The I>»'-bnr haa mnoe agreed (1891, by letter) to ooutribute a loan 

of Eiri^ee 47,00,000 towarda the eonetruoHon of a atendaid gauge line from 
B^iUy, e.y ^pnr, to Homdab.d, gd,ing rf,e land required free of eoet, 
and oediog to GoTemment full jurisdiction witliin the limits of the Railw^ 

Muhammad Yuenf Ali Khan waa created a Knight of the Order of the 
Star of lad.., and wae in 1862 aaanred by S.nad (No. XII) that on failnre of 
natural heir, any aucoeeaion to the aiminiatratiou of hi. SUle which might 
be legitimate aoeotdiug to Mnhammaiian law would be upheld. He died in 
April 1866, and waa aneoeeded by hie eideet eon, Muhammad Kalh Ali Khan 
who entered into an Agreement (No. XIII) eimilar to tlint taken from hie 
father in 1855 (No. VII). 

Muhammad Kalh Ali Khan waa created a Knight Greud Commander 
At tie Delhi Darbar of 2877, bo received the title of Couuaellor of tie

Sopreas of India, aod was granted a personal e&luU of 16 gone for Hfe, bia 
ordinary selote b«iog 18 gnoa. 

Mubamzpad Ealb Ali Khan died od Che 28rd Maroh 1887, and was 
rucoeeded bj bis son Mubamoad Muabtak Ali Eban, who had been prenonalf, 
io 1884, acknonledged by the Oorerumeni as b^r-appareot. Owing to bia 
weak health, aod ooQseqDent ioability to give tbe reqaisite personal attention 
to the adcnioistratioo, tbe Government appointed a Connoilof State ooneisting 
of a VicO'-Preeident and two Members, with tbe Nawab himself aa Presidentj* 
to eonduot tbe administration, 

On Miibammad Mushtab All Eban'a death oo ^e 26th Febrnaiy 1889, 
the right of succession of bis eldest .eon emd duly recognized hnr, Muhammad 
Hamid AH Eban, a yontb o£ 14, was declared on tbe 27tb of tbe same month. 
Tbe Cocscil of State, with tbe same Vioe*Preaideot and Members, was eon* 
stituted a Council of Regency, with more closely defined powers, and with 
Sabibaada Safdar All Ehsn, balf*brothero£ tbe late Knwab Mnbammad Yasnf 
All Eban, ae President, to administer tbe State dnriog tbe minority of 
Muhammad Hamid Ali Khan. General Aaim>ud'dio Kban was appointed 
Vice-President of tbe ConoeU of Regency. He was murdered in April, 1891; 
aod the Prcsideut, Sabibzada Safdar AU Ebao, baviog resigned in tbe follow¬ 
ing July, Major Vi&cent of tbe Central India Hor^ was appointed tentatively 
to be Prsndent, and to discharge also tbe duties of Vice-President. A British 
officer was appointed to snpenntend the training of the young Nanab, 

Tbe area* of the ftampor territory is 941 square miles, and tbe population 
was retnrned in 1881 at 641,914. 

Tbe revenue of the State amounts to abont SO lakhs; no tribute is paid 
to tbe B riti sb Government. Tbe mi H tary force consists ( 1 890) of 8C0 artillery, 
8iU oavalty, 1,200 regular infautry, aod 790 irregular infantry, besides 4dl men 
employed as police; there are also S8 guns of various calibre. Of tbe Uampiir 
forces, three hundred cavalry have been placed at the dispcaal of tbe Govern- 
ment of India for Imperial Service. Tbe Nawah receives a ealule of 18 guns.

Aa the Vizier of tba Empire, tea Nabob Shujah'nbDowla, will put (he 
Robilla Sard an in full posaassioD of tbeir country, it is at his own option bo 
affect it either by peaee or war. Should tbe Mabrattaa at this time, without 
coming to an engagement or peaoa being eatablisbed, cross tbe riser, and 
retroat owing to tbe rainy season, and after tbat is eUpaed, commit disturb* 
anoes in tba oonotry of tte Rohillae, tbe quelling of these disturbances shall 
belong to the Vieier. Tba Eobilla Sirdars, aft^ tbe aforesaid business, do 
agree to pay tee sum of 40 laklts of rupees on tha fo) lowing terms; pie., as 
tbe Mahrattas are now committing disorders in tbe country of tbe BobilUa, 
tba Visier shall marte from Sbababad to snob place as may be thought prosier 
to arrive at> in order that the Robilla depeodenta may come out of tbe Jangles 
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Bnd arnffs nt th«ir own boia«a. Th« Bum of ten lakha of ropeee eball thea 
be paid m read/ mooey, ia part of the stlpuUtioD, aud 80 Itkhe of ropo^ee 
ebeil be dUobarged iu three yeare, begiDning from the Fuseellee jear Udh. 
Tbie Agi Mm*'nt is sealed in the presoace of Geaeral Sir Robert Barker.

A friendship bavina been eotared into between me and Fysoollah Khan, 
1 have agreed to giro bim the country of Rampor© aod some other districts 
dependent tbereupoo, prodooing: altogether an anoual rsTeoDS of 14,78,000 
ropees, aod I heve stipulated that fV 2 i>ollab Rbao shall retain io hie eervice 
fi?e tboueand trooj^s, and not a singfe man more; I tbsrefort give this written 
Engagement, that I will, at all times, aod oo all occasions, sopport the honor 
and character of Fjzoollah Ebao, and will promote hie interest and advantnge 
to the nlsioat of my power, apoa the following conditions: That FyaooHah 
Khan sboU enter into no connection with any person, bat myeelf, and that 
he ebkiU hold no correspoadsnce with any person, except the English Chiefs; 
that he sbnll c«mrider my friends as his friends, and my enemi« as his 
enoraiea; and that with whomsoever I shall make war, Fyuoollah Ehan shall 
send two or three thonsand men aooordiog to bis ^ility, to join my forces! 
and if I march in person, Fyaoollah Ehan shall himself accompany me with 
hie troops; and if, on account of the smaUneas of the number of the forces be 
is to retain in bis service, be U not able to accompany me, 1 will then appoint 
bim three or foor tbonasnd more troops, that be may accompany me with a 
good army, and I will be at the expense of supporting them. Upon the per- 
fonnanoe <^f these oosditions, I have agreed to give the said countries, at the 
afore-mentioned revenue, to Fysoollab Khan, aod to promote bis interest and 
advonUgcto the utmost of my power. 

If Fyzoollab Ehan fulfil the Articles of his Treaty, and adheres steadily 
to it, Ood willing, 1 will not neglect whatever may be for hie advanlage. 

He shall send the remainder of the Rohillas on the other side of the 
river. 

I have sworn by the holy Kornn, calling God and His Fropbet to witness 
tv the peiformauce <*i these Articles.

Bebauder and roe, and tbe Nabob Vltiai* haviug been graciniitly plaaaed Ut 
bestow on me a country, X bare sworn on tbe Iwly Koran, calling Ood and 
His Fropbet to witness to what I engage, tbM I will always, tvbilet Hive, 
continue in submiasion and obedience to the Nabob Visieti that 1 will retain 
in my service five tbousasd men, stipulated by the Nabob Vizier, and cot a 
single man moro; that with whomsoever the Ntbob Vi?ier shall engage >d 
liostilicies, I will assiat him; and that if tbe Nabob Vizier sball send an army 
against any eneiDy, I will also send two or three thonsand of my troops to jinn 
them ; and if be goes in person against any enemy, 1 will personally attend 
him with my foroes : that I will have no ccnneQUen with any person, but tbe 
Nabob Vizier, snd will hold do oornepondence wilb any ooe, the English 
Chiefs accepted ; that whatsoever tbe Nabob Vizier directs I will exeoute; 
and that I will at all times, and on all oecauoiis, both in adversity and pros¬ 
perity, continw Lis Srm aseouiato. 

I have swoiT on tbe holy Korao, calling God and His Prophet to witness 
to tbe performance of these Articles : any God snd His Prophet *puoialr me if 
I act coutrary to thsto.

Translation of a writing given by Major Wxliiam Palker to 
the Nabob Pizooliiah Kuan ,—February 1783. 


Whereas Treaties of various Articles having 
robsieted formerly between the lote Vizier Shujah. 
ul-Bowla, and the present Vizier Ausof-ul* DowU, 
with the Nabob PysoolUh Kbao, ooe Article con* 
isined in tbese Treaties was, that the Ntl>ob 
Pyzoollah Kban shoald, wbeaerer His Excellency 
seot hie troops upon service, supply a force lo juin 
tbero of two or three tboDsood men. This has 
(Sd,) 3. P. AgRiof/, been tlie occaaioo of dispntes and double between 
S^eriiarf. tbe parties. Therefore tbe Nabob Fysoobah Rhaa

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had tbroogh me requeeted Hie Escelleoc)' the Viaier to remit tba^ Article hj 
which he isbouad to eapplj a force occeeiotiallf; iuetead of which he agrees^ 
pay Sfteea lekha of rupees in the following mauner: fire lakhs to be paid 
immediately, Hve lakhs io ths Khcreaf, and twolakbe ia the Eubby of the year 
1181 Fasaellee; and the remaiaing three lakhs Id the b^MDiog of the Ehereef 
of the Fuseellee year 1182. Hie Ejcallency ti»e Visier bns also agreed upoa 
tbeee conditions to remit the ^ligation by that Article in the f^er Treataee, 
from this date, tl^e fourteeoth of Rubby*nl«Awul in the Hegira year 1187, 
the I'eet of the Aiticlee remaining ia fall force. 1, who am deputed on ^e 
part of Hie Eacellency the Vizier, end the gentlemen of the Counoil, engage 
(hat the Nabob Vizier aball not expect a supply of trcnpe, uad should he 
demand it,* the geotlensn with him, on the part of the gentlemen of the 
Couooil, aball remonstiate against bis demands, provided the Nabob Fyzonllah 
Khan complies with all the Arlioles contained in tba Treaty between His 
Escelleocy aod him, excepting that Article by which he is to supply a force, 
and that the Nabob Fyzoollah Klian do not enoourage or proleot the farmers 
of the Nabob's country ia bis own country. His Excellsncy tbe Vizier will, 
oo Lis part, eooidy witb tbs Articles of the former Treaty, and the Officers 
of bis Government will oot protect or encoarags any of FyzooUab Kban’s 
farmers in tbeir districts. I ^ree to have the Treaty on the part of His 
Exoellsocj the Vieier for diesngaglng tbe Nabob Fyzoollab Klian from the 
obligation of eapplying a force, and tbe paper of guarantee from tbe gentle- 
D)etL of tbe Council, wrote sod sent to tbe Nabob Fyzoollah Kb as,’

Id ISOi, tba Nepaleee extended their 0 <>Q(:^uestB toOarhwal aod expelled 
Baja Pradyamna (or Pardumao) Sab, who took ref age mtheplaioa. He 
oolleotod a force of some 12^000 meo^ nitb wbom be entered tbe Dqd, bariDj^ 
recolved to make nn attempt to recoeer bis kingdom. Id thie be was aoaQc> 
ceeefnl, aod Iq dd action fought at Ebarbors, near Debra, he perished mth 
moet of bis Garhtrali retSkioere (Janaary 1804). His son Sodanben Sah 
baving: escaped from tbe Gurkhas, ded to tbe plaiaa and joined tbe English. 

Od tbe terroiuation of tbe Nepal war in 1816, that portion of bis 
hereditary povsessions ^ehich lay to tbe west of tbe Alakoaoda riter was 
restored in 16t0 to Eaja Sudarsban Sab by Sanad (No. XIV); tha lauds to 
tbe eaat of tbe rlTsrs Alakoaoda and Miodakini, tbe Dehra Dun, and tbe 
pargaoa of Retogarh were retaiaed by the Brideh Government. 

During the mutinies of 1857, the Raja rendered valuable asstetaoco 
to Govdrumeni He died in June, 1659, witboot legitimate ieaoe, amd in 
eecordance with tbe terms of the Treaty tbe State lapeed to GoverumeDt; but 
in contention of tbe services of Sudareban Sab, bis eldest ill egi^ mate 
eon, Bbawani Singb, was allowed to succeed (No. XV). Bhawaoi Siogh 
subsegueutly (ia I86t) received a Saaad (No. XVI), guaranteeing him the 
right o£ adoption. Raja Bbawaoi Siogb died in December 1671 and waa 
sucoeeded by bis eldest eon Psrtab Sab. Baja Partab Sab died in February, 
1687, and was saeceeded by his son, Eird Sab, who was bom on tbe 19tb 
Js&nary 1674. Doriog tbe latter'i mioority a Gonscil of Regency has been 
formed, presided over by Baoi Gnieri, mother of tbe Baja. It bos hevu 
decided to inatal Eirti 8sh on tbe yadi in March 1892, retsioing tbe Cooneil 
of Begancy as a Cooaultative Couucil to assist (le Chief intbeadmiaistradon, 
and imposing certain eoDditiooa for bis guidance.

baa reaolv^ to confer upoo Bhowan Sing, son of the decoM^, and tbe h^a 
male of hie body Uwfully begotten, the Territory of Gathwal which was ia 
tbe poBseseion of the late Bejah. 1 therefore do hereby grant to Bhowan Sisgb 
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awd tU bail* male of bia W 7 lawfully begotten, tbe title of Bajab, and tte 
State of Gutbwal. • 

Be it aleo Vnowo that British subjects, both NatiTe and Ecropean, sh^aU 
bsTe free aoceee into tbe Rajab's territories for commerw or otherwiM; that 
Ibe? sbaU receive tbe same consideration and protection as the sub]eels ot 
the Rajabj that tbo Government shall have power to make roads tbrough 
tbe Gntbnal Territory, and that this grant has been made oti coition of 
good behaviour aud of service; military snd political, in time of danger and 
disturbance.

Bivo8t the oetsioQ of Bobilkhaod to tba British OoverDoenb th« Far« 
rukhabad territory was almost eatiroly sumuDded by the dominions of tbe 
Wasir of Oadh. A tribute of Bupees 4,50^000 was paid by the Kaw&b Rais of 
Parrnkbabad totheWazir. This tribote was aedodto the Kritlab GoTerooient 
by the.Treaty with the Wazir of 10th NoTember 1801 {Oudb Treaty No. 
XXXVHI). In 1JJ02 the Nawah ceded (No. XIX) the sovereignty of the 
prOTioce to the British Goveromsot^ who settled oo him and his beira and suo- 
ceseors a atipend of Rupees 1,08,000 a year. 

The last Nawab Bale of Ihrrukbabad, Tafaszal Huaain, rebelled io 1887 
He Burreodei'ed oa 7th January 186? under the proclamation of amoeety, ahd 
was tried before ft Special CoinmiBsion on varioua counts, eba^'ng hlni,jfrsi, 
with rebelling and waging war againet the Britieb GoTeromeut, and acting 
as a leader and instigator in revolt; and, aeefndly, with being a piiaelpal and 
accessory both before and after tbe fact to the murder of many British enb* 
jsots, Buraeian and Native. He was convicted and sentenced to death, and 
all hie pii>perty was adjudged to be cendsoated. But it oame out on tbe trial, 
and was pleaded by tbe prisoner as a bar to tbe ezeention of tbe sentenea, that 
before bis surrenders letter bad been written to him by Mtyoi Barrow, the 
Special Commissioner with tbs camp of the Cammaoder-jn-Chief, in wbich he 
was invited to nirrender; and that in tbis letter he was told that pardon bad 
been extended to all who bad not personally committed the mnider of British 
subjects, and that if he bad uot personally committed the murder of British 
subjects be might surrender without approbeosion. Government coDdemned 
and disavowed tbis act of M^or Barrow, bnt forbore in coDsequeoce of it from * 
carrying out tbe capital sentence, on condition that Tafaaznl Hosaia abould 
immediately quit the British territories for ever. He was carried to Aden and 
eent across the frontier in the direotion of Mecca, and warned that, if ever ha 
set foot on British territory, the sentence of death whtob bad been passed upon 
him would be carried out, 

ToRasul Hasain died at Mecca on 19tb Fehmary 188i. Hia son, 
Aeghar Husain Xban, Is still alive aud in receipt of a hereditary pensicu of 
Rupees 280-5-4 a month. 

As regards the Treaty of 1802 it was held that, as between the Brirish 
Government aud tbe Nawab Raie, the Treaty was caoceUed by Tafaxzul 
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Hasftin's rebelHoo, bub tbab ih\6 breach of engagement bj Tafazanl Husain 
£id not of itself affect the rights of third pnrties recognised or created bj the 
Treatj. The penslou guaranteed by Article 2, and the property and annaal^ay- 
aents guaranteed by Artidee 9^ 4, and 7, Tvere therefore reanmed^ and a small 
eobaisteoce allowance was granted to those who were dependent on these pay- 
mente and bad no other means of support, provided they took no part in and 
gave no encouragement to rebellion. But the pensions guaranteed by Article 
6 and the rent-free land aod ]Bgirs alluded to in Article 9 were continned 
to the holders, provided they were not implicated in rebellion, and did not hold 
their pensions or lands on condition ol service, the performance of which was 
no longer possible. These pensions have now been commuted to‘a large 
•ztent.

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IV. BENARES, 

Ttits family was founded by Mansa Ram, somiodar of 6a)igapur, tvbo 
' diad io 1740 and naa suoceodod by Baja Balwaot Singb. Balwaut Singh 
joiued Shah Alam acid 8bnja-ud*Daula in tbeir iovaaioD of Beogsl in L76S. 
He joined the British camp tvitb the Emperor after the battle of Bazar, aod 
la the arraagemente made with the Emperor io 17d4,'*bis zamiedarl was 
traoeferred from Ondh to the British GoTeromeot. The arrangements thas 
made were disapprored by the Home Goyeromeot, and when the Ti'eaty of 
1766 was ooacluded with Sbuja-ud'Danla, the estate of Reg a Balwant SiogU 
was restored to Oudb, tbs Kawab engaging to eontinae bun in possession on 
condition of hie pajiog ibe ?ame revenne as before {Sh Art. b of Treaty of 
1765, Oudtt, No. XXV). 

In 1770, on the death of Balwant Singh, the Waair of Oudb wielied to 
dijpoesese the family, but the British Gorernment compelled bim to recognize 
tbe succeseion of Chait Singh {son of Balwant Singh by a Bajput slave ^rl) 
and to giant him a Saoad (No. XX) under tbeir guarantee. By tbe Treaty 
concluded with tbe Nawab Waair of Oodh in 1776 (Oudb, No. XXX) tbe 
sovereignty of the dietricto dependent on Baja Cbait Singh was ceded in per¬ 
petuity to the British Government. A Sanad (No. XXI) waa however given 
to tbe Raja in 1775 condriniiig bim in b>s samindari, and tbe civil and 
criminal admmietration thereof, subject to an annual net payment of Siklca 
Bupeee f2,66,180, and on condition of his adopting meo8Qi*es for the interest 
and eecmity of the country and tbe preeerv.ition of the peace. Tlie Raja 
was also allowed to coin money. 

In 1778 it wa^proposed that the Raja should be required to pay a sub> 
sidy of live lakhs of mpees for tbe maintenance of three hatUlione of sepoys. 
He consented to the anangement for one year. The contribution was again 
levied in i77& and in 1780, and the Baja was also required to employ bis 
cavalry for the geneml eemce of tbe State. Cbait Singh manifested great 
reluctance to meet these demands and to fulfil hie feudal obligatione to tbe 
British Government. He was also believed to be secretly disaffected and to 
have corresponded with the enemies of the British Government, and be was 
therefore put under ari^tio his own boose in September 1781, by order of 
Warren Eastings, the Governor-Genera), who bad proceeded io person to 
Beonree to eonler with the Raja. A tamult ensued, in which the military 
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guard over the Baja were cat down and the Baja escaped. CJiait Siogh col¬ 
lected hin troops, and appealed for aid to aom© of the priocea of Hindustan, 
But bis troops were defeated in asTertl petty skirmiahse, and tha rebellion was 
or neh ed. Raja Chait Singh was deprived of hie esta te. which was gi ren i o*6ep. 
tember 17 SI (No. XXII), aohjeot bo a tribote of forty lakhs of mpeee, to bis 
nephew, Baja Mahip Narayao, Uneal giaudaon of Raja Balwaot Siogh by a 
daughter, the offspring o! his wife Rani GoJab Sun war. The criminal adiai- 
nistration of the zamindari and the civil and orimioft] administration of the 
city of Benares, together with the power of the mint, were taken out of the 
new Raja's hands. Raja Chait Siogh took refuge with Sindhi*, and died at 
Gwalior, in 1810. 

Id 1704 an Agreement (No. XXIII) was concladd with Raja Mahip 
Narayan for the puipose of introducing into the province of Beoares the same 
eyeteni of judicial and re?enu0 adminiitration as had been established io 1798 
in the provinces of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa, the Raja agreeing toaooept one 
lakh of rupees a year in commutatioa of Ins eamiadai'i rights io the proviace, 
exolusive of the jagirs and aiian^ha grants coustltuting his family domains, 
which were left to the excloslve management of the Uaja, 

The relations of the Raja with the Paramount Power in reapeotof hie 
family domains are defined by Regulation VU of lb88 and Act XIV of 1881 
passed io amendment thereof. lu the maosgemenfrof his Family Ihjmains the 
Raja ezerolsee the powers of a Collector of loud 1*670000, and is Jq other re¬ 
spects subordinate to the Superinteodent appointed by Government to supervise 
the general administration of the domeins. Tiie coorte of the Family Domains 
exerciae goiaoiai7 jurisdictioo ia civil and revenue matters, Under the orders 
of the Government of India, a revenue settlement of the lands constituting 
the Family Domains was made by a Biilieh Officer. The opeiatlone were 
begun in 1881, and concluded in 1888. 

Raja Mahip NarayaD died in Septoraber 1794 and was succeeded by hie 
son Udit Narayan Siogh. He was succeeded in Msrob 1885hy bis nephew 
and adopted son, Ishwari Prasad Narayan Siogb, who lor hia loyal services m 
the mutiny received from the Government of India, in 1859, asa personol dis* 
^notion, the title of ‘^Maharaja Bahadur.” In March 1882 the Maharsja re¬ 
ceived the aasurance by a Sanad (No- XXIV), that on failure of natural heirs, 
Government will permit and confirm any adoption of a euoeeesor made by him- 
eelf or by any future chief of hia listale that may beiu accordance with Hindu 
law and the castoms of his race. On the let January U77 be ^7aB created a 
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Koi^bi Oraod Commandar o! tha Order of the Star of India. Maharaja 
lehfvari Prasad died io June 1899^ and waa auooeeded by bis nephew and 
adopted eon, Prabhu Narayao Singh. The title of " Maharaja Bahadur'" was 
oonfetred upon the present zamiodar in the eacae year, together with the 
pririlege, nhiob was enjoyed by bia immediate predeceasor, of being addreseed 
by tbe title of Highneae, both being pei’sonal diatinotiona. The Family Do* 
mains have been apedally exempted aa on act of grace from the operation of 
Act XVItl of 1671 (Road Cess Act), and from the famine cess leriable under 
Act III of 1878 j but this conceesion has been granted subject to tbe condition 
that due prorision is locally made for tbe objects which these enactments bsve 
io view. They have also been exempted from the operation of the Palwaris 
Act. Tbe Mabataja receives a salute of IS gnns. 

The Family Domains conaiet of the parganae of Xaewar Raja or Oaogapur 
in the Benares diatriot and Xera Mangraar (or Cbakia) and Bhadobi in the 
district, of Mirzapnr. Their area is 685 square miles with a population at tbe 
census in 1881 of 489,651.'* The rental is coiv Rupees 9,51,711, out of which 
Rupees 6,16,676 are paid as revs one to the British OoveiroTxient.

Her Maiesty being desirous that the governments of (he several Priucea 
Bud Chiefs oi India who now govern their own terntoiies ahonld be perpctu* 
ated, and that the represenlation and dignity of their bouses should be oonti* 
nusd. In folfllment of this desire this Sonoud Is given to yon to repeat to yon 
the assarance, which has been already coromonicated to yoo on tbe 24th April 
last, that, os fulnre of natural heirs, tbe British Govern ment will permit aod 
confirm any adoption of a snocessor made by yocreelfor by any future Chief 
of your State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law aod tbe customs of 
yonr race. 

Be assored that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you 
so long as yoor boose is loyal to tbe Crown and ^thful to the eoiiditloDS of 
the Beaties, Grants, or Eogagements which record Its obligations to tbe 
British Government.

OUDH. 


TffB foimdw of the Oadh family was %!Siat.Kbaa, who was eppoinled 
Sobftdar of Ondh in the niga of Mahammad Shah. He was eacceeded by 
h9 aoD.in.law, S afd ar Jaag, who died in 17o8, and w« succeeded by hia son, 
Sbuja-od-Daula, who was created Waair by lie Emperor Sbsh A)am. 

After his defeat at Baxar in :7«4 (sea " Delhi/’ Vol. IX.), the "Wasir, 
hBTing retreated to hie own dominione, obulnedtbe aasistonce of a body of 
Mahrafctas. They were, i>owever, debated in a akirmiab at Kora, aod the 
mzir, reduced to extrtmitiee, threw himself on the generosity of the British 
Government. The arrangementa which bad been made with the Emperor in 
1764, by which he ceded Ghaapurand Ben arm to the Company, being himself 
pat in posseasioa of all tiie rest of the Waalr^e dominioos, was diaapprored 
by the Court of Directors. It was considered expedient to preaerve the domi* 
niona of the Waxir ae a barrier against the Mahrabtaa, and therefore, by the 
Treaty of 1765 (No. XXV), the Wa?ir wae reared to all his teiritoriee, except 
Allahabad and Kora, which were given to the Emperor for the aopport of 
bis dignity and expeoaee. 


Some uneasiness was atill felt as to the designs of the Wazir, who had 
the Emperci completely In his power, and who was ambitioua of Tscoverbg 

Kora ond Allahabad. It was therefore thonglit 
Dcceseaiy to enter into a new Engagement 
600 (No. XXVI) in 1768 for the reetriction of the 
9»600 apQjy ^ 85,000 men,* none of them to be 

egnipped or drilled like Eoglish troops.

At this time the position of the Mahratlas was most ihreateniog. The 
Emperor had pot himself in Ibeir hands and had been placed bj tbem oa the

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for tlie juB^fica^on ot tie Mahratta usujpatioiu. On leaTing Allahabad io 
1771 thoBmpsror potihe Waair in possessioD of tho fort. But when the 
Mahmltas extorted from him the ceeion of Sora and Allahabad; it was 
deemed aeceesaiy for protection sjaioetthe Mahrattas, that both the fort of 
Chanar and the fort of Allahabad should be held by English troops, and 
Agreeroente (Noe. XXVII and XXVIII) to this effect were executed on S 0 th 
March 1772, The grant of Kora aod AHahabsd to the Mahrattsa was con¬ 
sidered to be contrary to the meaning of the Treaty of 1765, by which these 
districts were giTea to the Emperor for ttie support of hie dignity, and as the 
Eraperor had absodoaed possession of them, they were sold in 1773 (No. 
XXIX) to the Waxir for fifty of rupees, and at the same time tlie Waair 

Agreed to pay Sikhs Rupees 2,10,000 per month for each brigade of English 
troops that night march to bis assistance. 

In 1775 the Wazii Shuja-ud-Dnala died and was snoceeded by his son, 
Asad'Ud-Danla. On Kia accession a new Treaty (No, XXX) was ooncluded 
000 firming him in the possession of Kora and Allahabad, raising the payment 
for British troops to Rnpees 2,60,000 a month for each brigade that crossed 
his border, and ceding to the British GoTemment in fall sovereignty all the 
districts dependent on Raja Chait Siogh of Benares, including Benares, Jana- 
pur, and Ohaxipur {see Benares). In his peonoiary obligations to the 
British Government the new Nawab won fell deeply into atreare. Pressed by 
bis peonoiary embarrassments the Nawab eodeaTOured to deprive the mother 
of Shaja-ttd-Danla and bis own mother, the Bahn Begem, of the property which 
bad been left them. In 1775 the Bahu Begam oomplaineil that Rapees 
26,00,000 had been extorted from her. An agreement (No. XXXI), however, 
was mode between her and her son Asaf-nd-Daula, which was guaranteed by 
the English Qovernmeot, maintsinii^ her in the fall enjoyment of her jagire 
and property. 

In 1781 at a personal interview with Warreu Hnstings at Chuoar, a new 
Treaty (No. XXXII) was negotiated to give relief, to the Nawab by the 
withdraws! of all the English troops, except a single brigade and one addi¬ 
tional regiment, end autborieing the Nawab to resume jagirs, bat requiring 
him to grant equivalent pensions to jsgirdars whose estates were guaranteed 
by the British Government. Tbo Nawab took advantage of this coocession 
to reenme the jagire of the B^ams, which were enbsequently in part restored, 
and to deprive them of their ti^asnres on the alleged ground of their being 
implicated in Chait Singh’s rebellion (see tub. Benai’es). Wairen Hastings’ 
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chare io these trsnsaotioDS formed otie of the charges agaioct him oo bii 
impeachment. 

The weakness c£ the Kawab's gCFeromect preTented the withdrawal 
of the English ti'oope as provided for bj tbe I'reatj of 17S1. \7heo Loid 
Cornwallis assnmed the government in 1766 the Nawab pressed for some 
mitigation of hie bnrdeoe. It was not deemed safe to redu» tbe British 
troops, but as arrangement (No. XXXllI) was made in 1787, by which the 
Nawah’s payment was fixed at itopeee 50,00,000 a year in liso of all claime, 
and a large portion of the balance dae to tho British Government was remitted. 

In the following year a commercial Treaty {No. XZXIV) was coododed 
with the Wadr, providiDg for the levy at fixed places of an ni valorem duty 
on goods, and prohibiting the levy of transit dnties by landholders and others. 

The peenniary difficulties in which the Wasir contirmed to be involved 
arose chiefiy from hie iaenpadty and misgovemmeut. In 1707 Sir John Shore 
paid a visit to Lucknow, to induce the Waair to reform hie administratioa 
and to pay part of the increased military establlehment which it bad been 
found necessary to keep up. An Agreement (No. XXXV) was at this time 
made, by which the Watir uudertook to pay for one additioual re^meni of 
European and one of Native cavalry, provided the annual cost should not 
exceed five and a half lakhe of rupees. 

In 17^7 Aeaf'ud^Daula died, and bis repnted son, Mirra AH, was aoknow.. 
lodged as bis sncce^r. His paternity having been afterwards proved to he 
spurioQS, he was deposed, and Sp^at^i, the eldest aarviving son of Sbo]a<ud- 
Daula, and the brother of Asaf-ud.Dsnla, was proolainsd in bis stood. On the 
accession of Saadat AH in 1796 a Treaty (No. XXXVJ) wss oonebded, by 
which, among other arraDgements, the Wasir'e payment to the British Govern, 
meat was raised to seveuty-six lakhs a year, and the minimum British force 
to be maintained in the country wae fixed at 10,000 men. At the same time 
the Wasir made an Agreement (No. XXXVIl) with the Sahu fiegam, grant¬ 
ing her certain jagiie ’ia Gouda and Faixabad under the guarantee of the 
Biitish Ooverument. 

The WasiFs army was so armed rshble, ill-disciplined, and would hove 
been rather a source of danger than s help had the iovosioii o! Zaman Shah 
from Afghanistan, with the auticipatione of which tbe pvople o£ iodia were 
periodically alarmed, taken place. In 1799, therefore, tbs Marqnis Wellesley 
addressed the Wazir with a view to induce him to dieUnd bis troops and 
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replace them by a Biitieb aobsidiAry force. Major Scott was deputed to con* 
dnct aegotiatbiis for the above purpose, and to enoure, by a cession of terri¬ 
tory from tbe 'VTaeir, a resource for tbe regnlar payment of the eobeidy. The 
'Wazir was very reluctant to a^ee to tbe proposals made to bim, and tbreatened 
to abdicate in favour of bis son. But at length, after protracted negotiation 
and the deputation of the Honourable Mr. TVellesley, the doyemor-OeneraV* 
brother, to Luokoow,a Treaty (No. XXXVIXI] was signed on lOtb November 
1801, by wbioh tbe Watir ceded to the British Government lands in tbe 
Doab and the whole of Eobilkhand yieldlog a revenue of Enpees X,St,23,474, 
in lien of tbe subsidy and all future espenses inourred in defending hie terri¬ 
tory; red need his troops to four battalions of infantry and one of najibs, 2,000 
cavalry and 300 golandasj and agreed to introduce a good system of govern¬ 
ment* in bis remmniog territories. Tbe Treaty also provided for tbe free 
navigation of the Ganges and other rivers, where they formed the mutnal 
boundary of the Brildeh territones and Oadh. At a personal interview with 
the Wasir at Lucknow, the Governor-General, after some disenseioa, settled 
various points arising ont of the Treaty of 10th November which remained to 
be adjusted, and explained the general prinoiplee which ehonld regal ate the 
connection and intercourse between the two States as resulting from tbe 
Treaty. The resnlte of this conference were embodied in a Memoranda m 
(No. XXXIX), of which a copy, signed and sealed by the Governor- 
Oensrsl, was delivered to tbe Wasir. 

In IS 12 a Treaty (No. XL) was made with Nawab Saadat All to pre¬ 
vent dispntes arising oat of the frequent changes in the oourae of tbe rivers 
forming the boondarise between the British territories and Oudh. The Treaty 
related merely to the prevention of disputes between the two States, and had 
no reference whatever to tbe rights of samlndars. 

Saadat Ali Xhan died on lltb July 2814, and was sacooeded by bis eldest 
son, Gbari-ud» Din Haldaf. On his accession Eogagements (No. XL!) were 
exchanged between him aud tbe Governor*General, declaring all Treaties and 
Engagements made with the late Nawab to be in full force to aU intents and 
parposes. 

Daring tbe negotiations with Saadat Ali Eban, which led to tbe cession uf 
Bobilkbaod in 1801, the Bahu Begambad offered to make the English Oovero- 
zoent her heir on condition that she sboald be released from dependence on her 
grandson, aud that her connections and dependents should be secured lu tbe nn. 
distarbed posssseion of tbrir property. It was believed that tbe Waalr's priucipol 
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«lj«tion8 to the proposed Treatj for the oe«ion of Eohilkbuid proved ed from 
the sxpeetation of bia acqdriog greet wealth on the BegW# death. The 
Qoveroor-Gl«wral therefore expressed his inteotion of accepting the Begam'e 
offer. The firreogemeute, hewerer, were nsror completed, and in conseqoence 
of the altered relatione between the Wacir and tie Begam, after the coueln- 
eion of tbe Treaty of 1801, GoTernment eTsatually declined the bequeat, 

Id 1808 the Begun executed a will, making the British GoTemajent heir 
to the residje of her property, after loaialuning certain jagirs and pensions, 
and paying certain sums for the eonatruction oF a oaaaoleum, &c. Govern, 
moot, however, declared ite intention of yielding tbe legacy to the Waar and 
making over the residne of tbe properly to him. The will was aubseqwntly 
revoked, nod a Deed of Deposit (No. X til) was executed, the provisions of 
which the Briiiah Govemmeot guaranteed to execute so &r aa depended on 
them, lie arrangements proposed were, with the Begam’s cooaeat, disclosed 
to the Waair, who was assured tbat he woaW be acknowledged by Government 
08 the JJegam’e heir on his agreeing to the whole cf the purposes of the will, 
To this arrangement 6hazi-iid*Din Haidar intimated his assent in a letter to 
the Resident, received on the 4lh August 1814. This letter forms the last 
annexure to No. XLII. 

Tbe Begam died on Ihth December 1816, leaving property to the value 
of Rnpees 09,48,918* After her deatb it was proposed to embody the obliga« 
tions of the British Government and the 'Wazir in regard to her property io a 
Treaty. But as the Nawab expressed an unwilliognees to execute any farther 
docuzneDts, which were unnecessary after bis engagement in 18I4> t1)e Treaty 
wae not praasad on him. All (be personal property of the fiegam was made over 
to the Waziroa hia paying ioto the British treasury Ropees 66,84,082, tbe 
interest on whloh was to yield certain pensions wineh by tbe Deed of Deposit 
were to be defrayed from tbe funds left by the Begam. These peaeions are 
now kitowu as the Acnanat Wasikas or trust pensions. But besides these there 
were certain jagirs and pensions payable from the Oudh treasury, in case of 
tbe diminutioQ or resumption of which by the Wasir the British Government 
was to make a provision of corresponding amount for the holders from tlie 
residue of the Begam's property. To this olasa belonged the penaicos of 
Miiv Ali, Salar Jang and his three sons, and the several members of the Shoe 
Habal. The pensions of Mirsa Ali, Solar Jang and bia three sous were subse¬ 
quently provided for iu the arrangemeuts made with the Wasir for the pay¬ 
ment of the first Oudh loan. Of the Xhas Mahal pensions, three, namely. 
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thowof Lutf.tin.NiM, Mirza Muhamread Taki KLanj aod MiraaNarir and 
their ohildren, aggregatiog Eupe® ft,000 a month, we.>e Moured by the 
guarantee of the British OoTernment. These are now known ae the Zaraanafc 
Waeikae or eectirity pensions. 

In 1814 when Lord Mbira proceeded to the upper prOTmoee to be near 
the eoeoe of action in the Nepal war, he was visited at Cawnpur by theNawah* 
who offered him a opore of rupees as a free gift. The gift was declined, but a 
lean of Rupees 1,08,60,0^0 at 6 per cent, per annum was accepted, the interest, 
namely, Rnpees 6,61,000 being devoted from 14tb NoTember 1814 to defray 
certwo stipends (No. XLUl) guaranteed by tbs Bvitish Government. The 
prinoipal of Ispsed s^pends was repayable to the Oudh Government, and op to 
1666 there bad been repaid at various times Rupees 72,42,765, leaving out¬ 
standing at 6 per cent. Rupees 38,07,236. 

In the month of March 1818, in conseqoenoe of tbs vast expenditure 
during the Nepal war, Governrosot applied to the Nawab for a second loan of 
one crors of rnpeee at 8 per cent. On the ooaolusion of the war, this second 
loan was extinguished m 1816 by the cession (No. XLIV) to the Nawab, 
of the district of Kbairigarh and the Tatai lands conquered from the Gurkhas, 
between the Gogta on the west and the district of Gorekhpur. By the same 
Treaty a part of the distriot of Gorakhpur was ceded by the British Government 
in exchange for the tract of couutry intervening between the British districte 
of JaunpuT, Mirzapnr, and Allahabad. 

la 1825 the ^azir, who, in 1819, had been rwaed by the British Gov- 
ernmont to the dignity of Kiag. Government should 

cede to him a porUon of its territories in exchange for a sum of money. 
There were, however, insuperable objections to the alienation of any portion of 
Brilifih territory. But as the Government were suffering from the financial 
dilBcuHies caused hy the protracted hostilitiee in Burma, and as the King's 
treasury was full, a proposal was made to take a loan of a crore of rupees 
ot 6 per Jant. interest, from Hie Majesty. The interest of this loan was by a 
Ti-eaty (No XLV), dated 17th August 182h, devoted in perpetuity to the 
payment of cerUtin stipends, and the British Government agreed te be the 
protector of the honour and prosperity of tha stipendiaries. 

la the following year a fourth loan of half a crore of rupees was taken 
at 5 per cent, interest, repayable after two years. Before his death, iu 1827, 
the King Ghari-ud.Dia Haidar, requeeted that this loan might be made per- 
petoal and that the interest should be devoted to meet certain pensions, the 
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etipandiaries baicig: ^arootaad tlid protectioa of tba British Govaraixieiit. But 
th« preTioufl guaranUos which Ooveromeat had given bad produced so mocb 
eabarr&SBmeQt that the I'equest of the Eicg was Policed. 

Gbaei>ud*Dtii Hudar was succeeded b; bis sod ^aaii'Ud^Dm Hald&r. 
Baiog anxious to make a penoaueDt proTisian for oertalo tsdiee of bis house¬ 
hold, Masir-ud-BIa Haidar proposed to grant aaother IoaQ> at & per cent, 
iatereet, ooasistiag of the h<ilf orore lent in the previoas year^ with an addi¬ 
tional eom of Rnpees lS,4y,000. This loan was acoepted io (Ko. XLVl), 
but was made redeemable at any time after the death of the original stipend¬ 
iaries. No guaianbee was giren of protection to the ettpendiariee, hut a 
promise was made that they would always be treated with speoial faTOur and 
kindness. .Rupees 38,40,000 of this loan were repaid in 1953 to the heirs of 
some of the original grantees j Rupees 2^40,000 being paid in cash, and Bupeea 
36,00,000 by transfer to the OoTernment 4 per cent. loan. 

In 1883, at the request of the King, Goremment aooepted anoUier loan 
of Bupeee 3,00,000 at 4 per ceoh, and agreed (No. XLVll) to pay the 
ioterest in monthly charitable payments to the poor in the city of Lucknow. 

Nasir-nd'Bin Haidar died in 1837, and was euccoeded by his uncle, 
Muhammad AU iShdi. On his accession a Treaty (No. XIjVIII) wsbs conclud¬ 
ed with him by the QoTeroor>GeDeral io Council. The assent of ^e 
was most relnctaotly given to this Treaty. The Home Government therefore 
disallowed it aud directed the reslomtlon of the relations with Oadh to the 
fooling on which they bad previonsly stood. The King was thereupon ijifoxmed 
of the determinalion of Ooveromeot to relfsve him from all that was onotous 
in the conditions reepectiog the sohsi^iary force established under the Treaty, 
and to defray from tbe British treasury the expense of that portion of the force 
which bad been already orgaaixed, but the formal abrogation of tbe Treaty was 
not intimated to him. 

Muhammad All Shah being anxious to provide pensions in perpetuity for 
certuQ members of his family, offered, in 1B5S, a loan of Ropees 17.00,000 
at 4 per cent., and requested that tbe pensioaera to wbcco the interest was to* 
be paid shonld be guaranteed againat oppression by future Eulers of Oudh. 
Tl)e loan was accepted (No. XLIX), but, as in tbe Agreement of 1829 with 
Nasir.ad-Din Haidar, no goaraotee was given, tbe pensioners being promised 
only tbe special favour aud kind ness of the British Government. 

In 1889 Muhammad AU Sbab subscribed 12 lakhs of rupees to tbe 4 per 
coni loan, tbe interest of wbiob he allotted by a Deed of Trust (Ko. L)

ether sums, afgregsting Kupe&e a4,l7,800, sod afbsr his d«th a sum of Rupees 
a,S8,000 W6S also iu tested by the Trustees out of the unexpeuded surplus of 
the interest. 

In 1840 the Kiog allotted by another Deed of Trust (No. ij) a sum 
of Rupees 8,40,800, of which Rupees a,87,000 were to bear iotereet at 8 per 
ccot. and Rupees 68,800 at 4 per cent, for the endowmeufe of a hospital at 
Lucknow. 

Various other sums hsTO been at different times iuvested by the King 
ef Ofldh in Govern ID ent funds, but these investments are guaranteed by no 
special engagements and in no way differ from ordinary eontriboti<ms to 
(Jovenunent loans, except that in some oases the promissory notes were 
deposited in the (Joveromsnt treasury at Luoknow, end the interest was paid 
monthly instead of quarterly. Tbua in Pebroaty 184i a sum of Rupees 
14,00,000 was contributed, on twelve lakhs of which the interest was made pay¬ 
able monthly. In July 1848 twenty lakhs were aubsoribod, on eight lakhs of 
whioh the ialereet was made payable monthly t aad in September 1842 twelve 
lakhs more were subsoribsd on the same terms. 

In Uay 1842 Muhammad AH Shah died and was sneoeeded by his son, 
Ay i jaM All S hah, who was SQceeededon 13tb Febrnary 1847 by Wajid Ali Shah, 

Tbe condition of the internal adminisbration of Oedh had attracted at¬ 
tention from the earliest times of Ihe eoaneobion of the British Govern ment 
with that State, and it was one of tbe provisions of the Treaty of 1801 
(No. XXXVIII) that tie'Nawab should introduce, under the advice of the 
British Government, snch a system of administration as should be conducive 
to the prosperity of bis subjects, and be caloulated to secure tbe lives and 
property of the- iababitauts. Notwithetandiug tbe repeated warning and 
advice of snccessive Residents the administration was not improved, and in 
1881 Lord William Bentinck found it neoeesaiy to warn tbe King that, in the 
event of improvement and reformation not being effected by His Majesty's 
♦fficers, the settlement of the country would need to be made by Britiah officer. 
This wanamg was neglected; the misgovenunent of the eoouiry continued j 
and, in November 1847, a few months after the aoceesioo of Wajid Ali Shah, 
Lord Hardings proceeded to Xmoknov and again warned the King that if 
within two years tbe adminUtrstion should not be reformed, the British 
Government would be forced to interfere by assuming the government of Oudh. 
No insprovemeut 4td take place within the two years of probation, bat a 
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u&tural reloctADCOto proceed to eztrefno menur&s prevented Qovempient from 
at once acting np to tlie threat held oat bp Lord Hardm^, aod tbe outbreak 
of the second war in Burma direrted the attention <i^ the QoverumeuL for a 
time from Oodb. 

1 q 1 S 54 tbe state of Oudh showed none of tbat amendmeut which 
Goveroneat had deciared to be indispensable, aod the Beeidenl was rs^^nived 
, to report whether tbe duty imposed on the British Governoisot by the Treaty 
of 1801 wodW aoy ionger admit of GoverncneBt honeetly induiging the reluo- 
taace it bad felt to have recoarse to ettreoe measores. The Keeident's 
eaqairies showed the state of Ondh to be most deplorable, aod that the 
improTemeot, which Lord Hardijige peremptorily demanded sereo years 
before, bad not io any degree been effected. The British Gorernment there¬ 
fore finally tesolTsd to aesome ti)$ adcoinietration of Oudb in one Torn or 
another. A Treaty * was proposed to tbe Kiog, which provided that the sole

Wajid AH Sbab died on tbe 21st September 1887, and on his death Act 
XIX of 1887 was passed empowering tbe Goveruor-General in Couoeil to 
administer bis estate.

Its contents are, that it is the inten¬ 
tion of the Company, and also your 
Lerd^ip’s firm rssolction, that 
there should be no interference in 
the detail of my Ooveromeot. 
That tbe Eesident at Lueknonr 
should receive a positive order, that 
neither from bimseU, nor from any 
other gentlemen, nor from any 
person concerned with your Lord¬ 
ship’s Qovemcoent, should any bind 
of mterfeience take place. That 
leaving my administration entity 
to myself and my ministers, all 
interference from others should be 
stopped; and represenring tbe parti. 
oulavB of every matter which was 
contained in your Lordship’s heart 
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panj’i troops, aad Z tbspefoR be^ leavo 
fco Rpreseot to your ExeeUanej luoh 
oirGomft&Qcaa m bare, after loatore 
retlectiofi, occurred to me, with recpeot 
to tbe tioope stationed Fatty Ghat, 
which had been withdrawn, as stipa* 
kted in the Treaty of Chnnar of I7dl, 
I adTiso that tltey sball not be recalled, 
but continued. 1 make this proposal 
upon a conviction that, from tbe extent 
of your Excellency's dominions, tbe 
English forces now stationed there are 
requisite for tbeir defence. Altbongh 
til ere is no prospect , of any attack on 
your Excellency's territory at present, 
its security must ultimately depend 
DDon tbe strength of tbe force station* 
ed for its protection, and while tbis is 
euffioient no one will dare to entertain 
views of hostility against your Excel* 
lency. Although the bravery and dis* 
ciplme of the English troops on all 
occasions are well known, and have 
been proved, even when their enemies 
have been in tbe proportion of twenty 
to one, and by tbe bleesing of God 
they will always •triumph over their 
enemies, yet since at all times chance 
of war is doubtful, prodenee and wis* 
dom require that every possible means 
sbonid ^ used to determine It in cor 
favour. Your Excellency must be sen¬ 
sible tliat there is no comparison between 
tbe troope of i^e Company and those 
in yoar Excellency’s service, and that 
wit^ut tbe assUtancs of tbe former, 
your dominions and authority would 
be insecure. I am convinced that if 
your Excellency considere these opi* 
nioDs, you will \e seneible of the pro¬ 
priety of my proposition, and approve 
the continuance of troops, whose valour 
and discipline c&n be relied on, in pre* 
ference fo those who are noskilful and 
undisciplined, and 1 doubt not bnt ydnr 
Excellency will agree to the addition^ 
expense of effeo^ve troops, where the 
object is the defence of tlie country:

Tbs Nabob Hyder Beg Ebaii baa 
fully explained to me the partioulare 
of yoor Lordahip's kiodaess and 
magosuimity whiob form tbe ground 
of yoor Lordship's settlement of 
my affairs, and has occasioned me an 
excess of pleasure ond happiness. 
I, who b&ve, day and night, received 
such happiness from a recollection ofr 
yoar Lordship's goodness, now enjoy 
such pleasure perceiviog your 
kindness, and am so thankful for it 
that it woald require volumes to ex» 
reas a small share only.

At this time that so great a Chief, 
posaesssd of Bivine wisdom and 
uuderstandii^, is arrived with fail 
power and authority for tbe arrange* 
meat of tbia country, it may be 
very well conceived, t^t 1 ander- 
stand sncb an arrival to have bap* 
pened simply from ny owu good for¬ 
tune, aud entertain tbe moat perfect 
cboiideoce that all ny a&ire will be 
settled to my own satisfaetioo. With 
respect to tbe contiouance of the 
troops stationed at Putty G bor 
which your Lordship Isas written with 
such groatnees and xuagnanirai^, 
tiiat they may remain, as heretofore, 

I have perfectly understood; not- 
witbsinnding from tiie gnat weight 
of expeoBO which my Government has 
eiperisQoed every year from these 
troops, and tbe negotiations wbioh 
have yaased with former gentlemen 
on tbis eubjecb lu particular, and the 
nianner in wb)oh tbis matter was 
settled, after m much alteroation, 
which doubtless your Lordship 
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. f<}r til is reason I do not Ii€«it4t6 to 
wcotamsnd to joor Excsllsney to die* 
'cbvgo BO much of your own army as 
wil} aliotr for tbs addition^ expense 
attemJin^ tbe eontinaence of tbese 
offeutive troops. Your Kiceilenoy must 
also be eensiUe that the smiDe neceasary 
for tlio pay of these troops are sspeoded 
^ yoQ7 otombions. 

The sole ohjeet of this propoei^oo 
is to provide, in an edective manner, 
for the defeooe of your Excel Isnoy's 
country; and yonrExcellency most be 
oonvine^ of tbe bene6U derived from 
onr protection, sincOj whilst all other 
parts of Hindostan bare been involved 
in war and exposed to tbe devastations 
attending it, yoor Excellsnoy‘’8 domi¬ 
nions have remained in tbe fullest enjoy* 
ment of peace and seoanty. Mauy o^er 
^uDents of tbe greatest weight might 
be urged in support of my proposition; 
but such is my o^nion of tbe force of 
those I have tdleged, that I trust that 
they will tnaVe the same impression on 
your Exceilency, and tbht there is no 
necessity to urge others. 

It is my firm intention not to em- 
bbrrass your ExceUency with further 
expense tbac tbat inourred by the 
Company, from their connexion witit 
yonr Bioellsncy, and for tbs pi'otection 
of your country, which by tbs ao 
oounts, I find amounts to fifty lakbs 
of Fyzsbad sixteen sun Sictt Rupees 
anoually. In this som are included 
the ailowancs to tbs Nsbob Saadet 
Alii Khan, the stipend of tbe Bobillas, 
aod tbe expeoses of the Besideocy oo 
tbe psrt of this Gosernmeot; in short, 
it is my inteuiioD^ fioni the date on 
which this new Agneement shall take 
place, your Ezcellenoy shall not be 
ohsrgsd with any excess on this sum 
of fifty lakbs it Sioca Rupees, and 
that no further demand shall be made. 

If yonr Excellency, hereafter, eball 
find it necessary to demand any more 


acquainted witii, I have every hope, 
ID every sitaatioo, for advant^e aud 
prosperity from youv Lordship, and 
conceive it necessary to represent tbe 
particulars ^ them to you; hut 
having hem of your iLorpebip’s 
intention to come to tins quarter, 
which is tbe greatest desire of my 
heskit, and from which X receive the

General, at Lucknow, executed the ^th qf March 1797. 

The Governor-Getieral bavmg repre«nted to His Excellency the Visier 
the lete very great increase of the Company’s militnrj estahKsbmetit, by the 
addition of several regimenta of cavalry, both European and Native, and, in 
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compliacce with the Compuiy’e orders^ eoHcitod Hia ExceUenoj's aesutoncd to 
defray tbe consequent addrtioiial expense, Hia Ezeelleocy, in the foUeet reliance 
that tbe Oonpasy’s troopa ue ever ready, in ccsiormity to exietin^ Enj^age- 
meots, to proted; and defend bis dominions against tbe attaoka of all sneraiee, 
a^reea as follows: 

That be wiQ anncally defray the actual jiif« expenses of a regiment 
of Enropean and one of Native cavalry, that is to say, two regiments (tbe 
amount of which expenses, however, tbe Govemor-Oeneral cannot at present 
specify) provided they slid I not exceed cpon any account dve lakba and a 
half of rupees Mr annum. Tbe amount to m defrayed by monthly insfalraents, 
of which tbe^rst shall commence with tbe month of Cyaaok of tiie present 
Fuasellee year.

Whereas, vaTious Treaties h&ve been concluded at difierent times, between 
tbe late Nabob Shcja-ul'Dowla Behspuder, and the Nabob Ausuf'ul'Dowla Be> 
bauder, and tbe Hcmoiable tbe Euglieb East India Coopanv, to the mutual 
advantage of their respective dominions, the Nabob Vixier-ul-Momaluok 
raeeH'Ul-Dowla NasitO'UbbiQlk, Saadet Ali Khan Bebauder, Mobarex Jimg, 
and Sir John Shore, Baronet, on the part of the Honorable the East India 
Company, with a view to perpetuate the amity subsisting between tbe two 
States, and the advanti^s reciprocally resulting from it, sow agree to tba foU 
lowing Articles 

Annoi,! 1. 

That tbe peace, friendship, and ujuon so lo^ subsisting between tbe two 
States, shall be perp^ual. The friends and enemies of either shall be tbe friends 
and enemies of b^b i and tbe contracting parties agree, that all tbe former 
Treaties aod Agreements b^een tbe two States, now in force, and not con¬ 
trary to tbe tenor of this Engagement, shall be confirmed by it. 

AUTIOL? 2. 

By the existing Treaties between the States, the Honorable tbe East India 
Company are bound to defend the dcmlnions of His Highness tiie Nabob Saa- 
dot Aii Eban against all enemies. And with a view to enable them to felfil 
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this Eft««ein«nt, and at the Barae time pwTida for the protection of their own 
dominlone, the Engiieh Company haviog largely inoreaMd tlioir roiijtary estab- 
lishtoent, by the addition of new levied wgimente, both of jufantr^y and cav- 
Jry the Nabob Saadet AU Khan, in consideration thereof, agree®, m addition 
to the aanoal enbridy paid by the late Nabob Aoenf-ul-Dowla to the EngliBh 
Company being fifty-eia lakhs seventy-seven thoasand a* band red and thirty- 
eivbt rupees, te pay in perpetuity the further sum of nineteen lakbe twenty- 
two tboueand three hundred and rixty-two rupees, making altocher the earn 
of aeventysix lakbe of rupees.

The above subsidy of eeventy-eix lakbe of Oude Sicca Rupees is to <»»• 
mence from thee let day of January 1798, the date of the acoeeeion of the 
Nabob Saadet AU Khan to the Muenud of Code; and the swd Nabob engage® 
that it shall be poncttially disohargeil, month by month, as It becomes due, in 
sums of six bqndred and thirty-three thousand three hundred and tblrty-mne 
Cade Sic» Rupees, five annas and four pie, of the present weight and stand¬ 
ard, according to the kistbundy annexed. 

AnTlOLX 4. 

That the arrears of subsidy due upon former Engagements, to the Slst of 
January 1798, also be immediately diecliarged. 

AnncLS 6. 

The Nabob Saadet All Khan agrees tbat an aonual aUoTftnce of one lakh 
fifto thousand Dude Sicca Rupees & made to Vixler Ali Kban, and agrees to 
pay the amonnt by monthly kiete of twelve thousand five hundred rupees to the 
^ gli«K Company, who will pay the same to the Vizier AU Khan, as lung aa 
be shall continoe to reside in the dominions of the English Company. 

Abtiole 6. 

The stipends to the Begacos and Prlnoes at Benares, amounting to two 
lakhs four thousand mpese per snnum, and the Furruckabad pensions, anoaDt- 
ing to twenty'three thousand six hundred and thirty-eight rupees, are included 
in the above sum of seventy-six lakhs of Oude Sicca Rupees. 

AxTioi.s 7. 

The Covemor-Oeneral, 8ir John Shore, Baronet, on the part of the East 
India Company, agrees that the English forces msdotained in the oountry of 
Code for its defence, sb all never consist of less than ten thousand men, in¬ 
cluding Eoropeans and Natives, cavalry, infanlxy, and artillery. And if at 
any time it ebonld become necessaty to augment the troops of the Company 
in Oude, beyond the number of tbirteen thousand men, including Enropeana 
and Natives, iufantry, cavalry, and artiliery, the Nabob Saadet Ali Khan 
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sg^rees tc pAj the utoal difference eooasloned by the excess aboTe that nuoi- 
her; Qnd> in the same maDQev, if the troops o{ the Coen pasy la Oade» from aoy 
necessity, should be lees than eight thonsnnd men, iDcfudfuir in fan try, cavalry, 
artillery Natives and Ecu^opeans, a deduction shall be made from the annutd 
stipend, of seveniV*six lakhs of rupees, eq\ial to Ihe actual differsuoe of men 
below tbs specified ueznber. 

ASTIOLB 8. 

As the English Company are not possessed of nay Fortress in tbs domU 
nioDS of Oude, the Nabob Saadet AH ^ban, having (be fullest mliauce on the 
frienilship of the English Company, agrees to make over to their exclusive 
possession the Fort of Allahabad, with all its buildings and appnrtenaoces, 
and the ghauts immediately dependent upon the Fort, together with as much 
land siirroundiag tbe Fort as maybe ueceesary for the pnrpose of an esplanade: 
the Company agreelug to be answerable to the Nabob for the amount of the 
revenues collect from ths said gbants. Tbe said Nabob also agrees to advance 
to tbe Company such a sum as may be necessary for sirengtbentng and iin> 
proving tbe fcrtificatinos of this Fort, provided tliat it does not exceed tbe 
sum of eight laklis of Onde Sicea Rtipefs; and that the said amount, or actual 
amount of the expenditure, not exceeding eight lakhs of rupees, shall be paid 
to the Company withiu two years from the date of this Ihuaty, In such pro¬ 
portions as may be required for defraying tbe expense to wlueh it is applicable. 
And the said Nabob Saadet Ali Khao Bebauder, for ibe same reasons, further 
agrees to advance to the English Company, for tbs purpose of repsbmug ibe 
Fort of Futcy GLur, within six mouths from tbs' date of this Eogagemeut, 
a sum net exceeding, on tbe whole, tbi'ce lakbs of Onde Siooa Rupees.

If, for tbe better proteoUon and defence of tbe domiuioiie of the Nabob 
Saadet.

As tbe English Company have incurred a considerable expense by their 
exertions in establishing the right of the Nabob Saailet Ali Klian, the said 
Nabob agrees, in considerntlon thereof, to pay the Company tbe sum of twelve 
lakbs of Oude Sicca Kopees.

As tbe payment of tbe Company's troops in Onde depends upon tbs 
regular discharge ^ the subsidy, statsS in the second and (bird Articles nf the

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and strictly^ all th« Articlaa contaiadd aod aattled iu tba present Treaty ; asd

ExOBiLBNOT the Most Noble the GoTsauoit-GENBRAL and 
the Nabob Vizier of Oudb> 1802. 

On the 15th of Pehruary 180Z, His Ezoellenoy the Nabob Viaier t»ria- 
mitted to tbe QoTenior*Cleiieral a paper of propositions, to which His Excel¬ 
lency required die Oovernor-Oensi'al’s assent: and the Gorernor-General, 
flfter full deliberatidQ on tbe ooD tents of tbs said paper, returned a distinct 
answer to sa^ of the Articles therein detailed. His Excellency tbe Vizier, 
in » paper deUyered on tbe ZZud of tbe same month, propos^ certain modi- 
ficationa of tbe OoTernor-Geueral’s answers, and tbo ortpnal popositioris, 
together with tbe Qovemor-Gsneral’s answers and the Visier’s proposed 
modlSoatloQs thei'sof, were fully discussed at a conference boldeu between the 
Governor*0eneral and His Rrcellency tbe Viaier, on tbe Z4th of the same 
month. In conaeqnenca of this conference, it was mutually agreed that ocr- 
^0 of tbe Articles of tbe original paper of propositions should be altogether 
omitted, and that the Governor*General's reply to the third Article should be 
modified in conformity to tbe sQ|gsBtioo of HU Excellency tbe Yfsier. At 
tbe some ooalerence His Excellency the Vizier, adverting to the Governor- 
General’s suggestion, In his reply to ^e eeoond Article, that tbe Vizier should 
api'omt some person to couduct, in the quality of Minister, the ordinary de- 
(uls of public affaire, proposed to oonetitute aod appoint his eeoond son, Mirza 
Ahmed Ali Xban, to act in that capacity. The OoTemor*General, at the same 
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co&fereQC9, de«m«d it fo be espedieot to declare to Hie BsceJTeoej the Vizier 
tbe ^oeral priooiploe which, io Hie Loidehip's jud}?ioent, should legulabe the 
cooaeotioa and iottrcoGreo between tbe two Stotee, oe resoltiog rrom tbe 
Treaty eonoloded between the Honorable Company and His Excellency 
tbe Yisier, on the lOth November IdOi. With a view to obviate all future 
doubts on tbe subject and result of these commuuications and coD/erences 
tbe OovernofCaeiieral now commits to writing tbe final determinahon of the 
eeveral peinto discseed between His Lordship and the Vizier, and sffises his 
seal and signature to this paper, and directs tbe Searetary in tbe Political 
Department, who was present at every conference, and who jnterpi«t«d 
tween the Oovarfior-Geaeral and the Yiaier, to ooDuteraigo this paper.

The Govemor-General now pro¬ 
ceeds to state the general prinoiplas, 
by which the oonneotlon and 
iotercouns between tlie two Spates 
are to be regulated heoceforth. 

By the terms of tbe Treaty con- 
eluded between the British Govern- 
ment and His Exeellenoy tbe Vizier, 
on tbe 10th November 1801, His 
Bzcellsnoy tbe Nabob’s authority is 
to be completely establiabed within 
his resei'ved domiDions, aod to be 
exemised throogh His Excelleocy’s 
own officers and servants, tbe British 
Government having engaged to 
guarantee the est^lishment and 
exercise of His BtcelUnoy’s author¬ 
ity within his reserved dominions, 
and the Governor-General will never 
depart from this eog]^;emen^. His 
Kzcelleocy has engag^ to establish 
wjLbia his reserv^ Bomlnions snoh 
A system of administratioo as shall 
be eoudooive to tbe prosperily of his 
aubjeote, and be calculated to secure

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the lives arid ]>ropertv of the itibabU 
taata. The ay stem of admi ni atiation 
is to be oarried into effect by Hie 
ExeelUnoy't owa ofBcere and ser« 
vaote, and by his own authority. 

His Excel Uncy has also eiig^^ 
always to advise with, and to act in, 
oonfonaity to the coQoael of the offi- 
eel's of the Honorable Company. 

lit the establishment, therefore, of 
an improved system of adminletratioo 
within the reserved dominione, and 
also in all affairs connscted with the 
ordinary i^verumsnt of tboss domt« 
cions, and with the nsnsl exercise 
of His Ezeelleocy’s eatabliahod au¬ 
thority, the Viaier has enj^a^d to 
advise with the liritiah Government, 
aud to conform to ita oonosels. 

Those connsels will always be 
ofEered to His BxcelleDoy in the f oim 
of friendly advice, and in the spirit 
of reciprocal confidence, and of mn- 
tual regard and respect. 

The Govemor-GeDeral, when the 
imporunce of the subject ahall re¬ 
quire, and the nabnre of the occasion 
shall adout his immediate interooorse 
with the Vicier, will offer the advice 
of the British Government to His 
Excellency, by a direct oommnnica* 
lion, either in perton or hy letter. 

The BKtish Resident at Lneknov, 
however, is the constituted local 
repreaentative of the British Govern- 
meot, and the oi'diunry and estab¬ 
lished channel of communication in 
all cases whatever. 

The Resident will, therefore, in 
the common course of biieioess, offer 
to the Vizier the advice of the 
British Government, in the name of 
the Goveraor-Geoeral; and in every 
case which may require the Resident 
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to state sQcb advice, It is to be n* 
ceived as proceeding innoediatoly 
from ibe Govemor^Gcueral, 

Sucb ftdvioe nilt be peered by the 
Resident io all pnctloable cases, 
coder tbs general or specific orders 
of tbe Qoveroor*(^e&eral. 

The Besideot mast sdvise tbe 
Nabob with perfect cordiality, and 
XDiist empW every endeavoor to 
coincide His i!sceIIsnoy in an 
uniform ccQine of meaeursa, and to 
pnite sincerely »itb Bscsllenoy, 
io canying iato effect, exclusively 
ondei Bis Excellency's antliority, 
and through Hie Excellenoj'e 
cere, &ose measures vhbb shall be 
determioed upon in conformity to 
the coonsels of tie firitieb Govern' 
nent. la cases requiring tbe aid of 
the British Government, or tbe 
assistance of tbe British troops, they 
eball be employed accordlog to the 
exigency of Che occasion. 

The Resident must conduct him* 
self towards tbe Nabob Vieier,on all 
ocoasioos, with tbe utmost degree 
of respect, oono] liatioo, and attendon, 
anti must maintaiD cordial aoion 
and barmony in all transactions, 
and must endeavour to impart 
strength and etability to Hie Excel¬ 
lent's anthority. 

The Resident must never proceed 
to act in the affairs of tbe reserved 
domioioDS, withont pMvioue con* 
sultation with Hie ilxcellency or 
with his Mioisters, and the ReJdent 
must; in tbe 6nt instance, observe 
stnct seore^ with regard to tlie 
subject of such consultations, until 
toe measuTse to be adopted shall he 
finally determined. 

Under these regulations, tbs Gov- 
ernor-Oeneral expeots that tbs

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Nabob Vizior will act in conformity 
to the advice and lepresentations of 
tbe Bedidcnt; and ae no question 
of difficulty remains between the 
British Oovemment and His Excel- 
lencj, the Governor* Oeoeral enter- 
talas a eonfdeot hope that no future 
vezatloo can occor in tbe transaction 
of affairs.

Whereas, disputes and contentions bare arisen between tbe eubje^ of the 
HoTsoiable Company and of the Government of His Excellency the Vizier, re- 
iraidlnff tbe boundaries of their respective vlllagee, tbe possession of lan^ 
acooired by allnvion, and of islands formed in tbe rivers wbicb constitute the 
frontier of tbe two States; therefore, and with tbe view of eettli^ aud c^viat- 
iae sncb dispntee at the present and ia all futnre times, the following 
is concluded by His Kxcellency the Nabob Vizisr-nl-Momahk Yemeem-Uo- 
Howla, Nanim-ol-Moolb, Saadet Ali Kban Bebauder, Mobaunz Jung, £« 
himself, his heirs and successors, and by Major John Baillie, Kesideut at 
Lucknow, bv virtue of full powers vested in him for this purpose on the part 
of the Bistht Honorable Gilbert, Lord Minto, one of Hie Britannic Majesty s 
Most Hoaoiable Privy Council and Governor-General of ail the 
possessions in the East ladies, on tbe part of tbe Honorable tbe United East 
udia Company and their beirs and auccessoni. 

AnTrciE 1. 

Every island and portion of ground which at tbe end of tbe 
y®r 1208 appertwuw to the Ceded Territory bebng now to the British 
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Go«ernm«nk, and eveiy ielaod aod portiou of land that appertaioed to t>i« 
dominions belong now to kis Excellency the Viaier. Any island 
oneinallf belonfjiug to eltdier State which shaU, by innctdatjon, disappear 
shall, on its i*e-appearai>ce, belong to that State whose property it origTuaUj 
was, although its form may be altered j and all villages and lands sitoated on 
the boondary of the two States which apperiuned at the above period to 
either of tlie States shall hereafter and for ever,•without dispate, he the pro. 
perty of the State to which they belonged at that time. 

Article %. 

If river or stream forming the boundary of the two States shall, by 
gradu ally changing or receding from its present channel or conrse, occasion 
an alluvion or create an increase of land on either of tijc bsn^ of such 
rive^ the land so gained by allnvion shall he the unqaestjoiishle property of 
the State whose te^tojy is situated on the bank from whioh the river may 
have receded, notwithelanding any loss which msy arise to the other paity 
from the encroach ment of euch river on his territ<»y. 

Articlb $. 

All islands which have been formed in the cbuinels of rivers or streams 
fonning the boondaries of the two Stales since the end of the year IS08 
Fusselles or which may hereafter be bo formed, shall he adjadged to bsloog to 
^ State on whose frooiier the channel may he fordable, and In the of 
the obannels on both sides of the island heiog equal io point of depth, the 
island shall be considered to form a part of the territory of that Stats to 
which at any point it is the most contiguous. 

AaiioLa 4. 

In the case of a eubsequent alterotioD in the course of the prioolpal 
channel of a river or stream forming the houodory of the two States, 
(hat is, if the channel on mther side of an Island which was in the 
fiivt instance deep, eball become shallow, and the channel, on the opposite 
side become deep, In this case the right to the island shall agsin be trams* 
ferred to the State on whose boundary the ohannel is shallow, and the eame 
rule shall be applied to eventual obauges In the contiguousness and distance of 
islands from the territories of the two States. Farmer as, with a view to ascer* 
tain the comparative depth atid breadth ^ the opposite channels of a river in 
which an island may he formed, the speci^tion of a period is indispensable, 
the contracting parties do hereby stipulate and agree that the commencement 
of tbs season of the rnbee be the specific pstiod assigned iu all cases of dispute 
for ascertftuing the depth and breMth of tbs channels. 

Artjcu h. 

If at any time, as in tbs case of rivers or streams forming the common 
boundary which wind greatly in their course, nn arm or portion of land shall 
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be separated from the territory of either State by tbe total alteration of tbe* 
000 rae of a river or stream, tbe land so separated sbal) belong ezcloelvdly to 
tbe State to whose territory it may by sucli alteration Lara been annexed, 
RotwibbstatidiDgasy territorial loss which maybe sustained by the opposite 
party. 

AftTICU 6. 

What baa been agreed to io the foregoing Articles, relates merely to the 
prevention of. diapates between the two States with respect to the lands 
alluded to in Apse Articles, aod has no reference whatever to tbe rights of 
zemindars. j

On farther eonsidera¬ 
tion it seems proper that, according to your original euggestion, Teyynba 
Begum should be included in the Ket, and it is further my present desire that 
the allowance of Ramazan Alee Khan should be added, mating in all, as per 
the sealed statement enclosed, a sum of six lakhs and hf^-ons thousand 
Rupees per annum, for which a provision shall be made, f'^srefore write 
to desire that the purport of this letter and statement he submitted by yoa 
to my respected uncle, the Right Honorable the OoTeruor-Geueral Lord 
Moira, and in the case of His Lordship’s approval that the monthly stipends 
of all the ^reons named in tie statement be issued hereafter from the 
Honorable Comi«ny’$ Treasury, beginning with the first of the present month 
of Zee Hijieh, Hijery (l4tb Kovember 1814), and that ^elr receipta be 
transoiittM to me. Let my former sealed statement be returned.

Whereas by tbe sabsistmg alliance between the Honorable the Bast lodia 
CoTDpsuy aud the Oude States, the BriUsb Government ia bound to defeud the 
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Code Teniborids og&isst foreign utd dotnestio eoemies, the Sovereign of Oade 
engaging to retain ia his serviue oolj a ecaall epedfied nucober of troops: and 
wUereae, TvbiU the British Government bae faithfolly and eorapalouely per¬ 
formed the obligatioos so imposed oait, the eogagemeot oa the part of the 
Onde State bae beeo bubitaaUy infiioged, thei’e being no tv in tbe empJoycnont 
of Hie Mojeety the King of Oude a lai'ge nnd expeneive mQit&iy foroe; and 
whereas experience bae shown tbeC the execution of all the provision# of the 
Treaty ot ItOl is attended with serious difBonlty, and it» desirable and proper 
that a modified siTangeiaeiit, cousistent with tbe priuoiples of tbatTrtaty, and 
oondncing to the prosperity and advantage of both States, should he intro¬ 
duced ; and whereas the restrictions as to tbe amount of military force >o be 
employed by His Majesty the King of Oude may with propriety be relaxed, 
00 condition that an adequate portion of tbe increased foi^e ^aU be placed 
under British discipline and ooutrol, so se at once to promote the genera) 
interests of the Indian Empire, and in particular the dignity and safety of the 
King, providing at a reduced cost for the efficiency of bis national military 
establishment; snd wheiesks Article 6tli of the Treaty of 1801 requires that the 
Sovereign of Oude always advising with, and ncting in conformity to, tbe 
couosel of the Officers of the Iiooorable Company, sh^l establisli in bis 
reserved dominions such a system of administration (to be carried into effect 
by bis own officers) as shall 1 m condnoive to tbe prosperity of bis eubjeete, aud 
be calculated to eecore the lives and property of the inbabitente, but provides 
no remedy Tor tbe neglect of that eolemo and paramount obligation: and 
nbereae the infraction of this essential engagement of the Treaty, and inotten- 
tion to ri)e first duty of a Sovereign on the part of several sacceseive Bnlers of 
Oude, bave been eon tinned end notorious, and have ever exposed the British 
Government to the reproach of imperfectly falfilling its obligatione’ towards 
tbe Oude people, and it i$ therefore just and proper that the defect alluded to 
io ^icle 8tb of tbe Treaty aforeaaid should be rectified j tbe following pro- 
visione have accordingly been arranged and concluded on the one part by 
Liectenant-Oolonel Low, Kesident at tbe Court of Lucknow, in tbe name 
and CD behalf of tbe Right Honorable Lord Auckland, Governor-General of 
India in Counril, and on the otber, by Abool Futteb Moeen-Ood-Deen Snltani 
Zaman Nowsheiewan-i-Audil, Moliammnd AUi Shah, King of Oude, for 
himself and bis heira; and ibis agreement ie to hold goM from generation to 
generation to the end of time. 

AanoLS 1. 

Article third (8rd) of the Treaty, dated the tenth of November, one 
thoueand eight hnodred and one, is hereby cancelled, aud His Majesty tbe 
King of Oude may employ such a znilitery establishmenc as he may deem 
necessary for tbe govemmeut of hie dominions. Hie Majesty engages, how¬ 
ever, to make a suitable redaction of his establish ment, when it may appeiu* 
to tbe British Govern ment, from ita pressure on tbe finsuces of tbe countiy 
or other canses, to be obviously excessive. 

AancLB Z. 

Tbe KoDorable East India Company engages, as before, to defend the 
Oude State against all foreign and doipeatic enemies ; but it will be proper 
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and advisabla th&t Hie Majesty tbe Khg of Oade eball org:&ni8d, a$ a part 
of bis aii^mabled military aetabliahRidiit, a disciplioad furoo for the oral 
eapport of bis authority m^in bie donioioos. 

Aetiolb 8. 

Tbe King of Coda tbat tbe portiou of bis troope, to be organised 
os stipulated iit the preo^iog artiole, shall consist of uot less than ttvo regi* 
meats of cavalry, five of infantry, and tmo companies o£go]uud3uze,for "boss 
regular payment a suitable arraugement will be mode. 

. Aetiolb 

Tbe GoTernment of Oade will fix tbe enm of sixteen (16) labls of 
Itupees w annum for tbs expsasea of tbe force, stipnlated to be maintained in 
tbe third (Srd) Article of this Treaty, including ^eir pay, arms, eqnipments, 
and public buildinga of tbe caatoomsats, ftc., and as tbis force is so to be 
orgaoized, as to ensure its sCficienoy for all descnptions of serrioa, it will be 
opau tc future de<^on wbetber it may be advisable (nitb tbe consent ofboCb 
goveinmente) to have a small party of boras artillery, instead of a fe^ of tbe 
borsemen, and a small body of pioneers, instead of a few lafastry sepoys ; but 
it is a settled compact between tbe two Stales that tbs expenditure on account 
of tbis new force, whatever may be its organization, shall not exceed sixteen 
(16) lakhs of Rupees, iueluding every dssoriptioa of expense connected with 
it. And also, in conse^^oence of tbis year being one of great scarcity, and tbs 
axpSDditnre of tbs Oade Government being Tery great, owing to its having 
to pay up a large amouot of arrears dns to troops and estnblisbments, greater 
I ban usual, it is on these aecoonts hereby settled that for a period of eighleen 
(IS) months, reckoning from tbs first ox September, one thonsand eight bun* 
drsd and tbirty-eeven, tbe organization of the new force shall not be eom* 
menoed ; and aacoidingly that no demands shall be made opon the Ouds 
Government for money to pay tj)s above*mentioned troops until tbe first of 
March, eighteen hundred and tlilrty^nine. 

AnxiOLS b. 

Tbe British Government hereby engages tc supply, and the King of 
Oode to take into bis service, an adeqnate nninbercf ^rifdsb Officers, to be 
ooDstaotly employed with such force for the perpoee of maintainiog its due 
discipline and securiug Ite permanent efBciency. 

Aetiolb 6. 

This auxiliary force will ordioarily be fixed at each staticos within tbe 
Oude territory qs may, with the consent of both govsimmenla, from time to 
time, to both seem moat oonvenient, and will be employed on alt occaaloos on 
which its aervi'ees may be deemed oeceasery by the King of Oude, witb tbe

Id modifioAiloa of.ArtwIe 6th of the Treaty abeve referred to, it is hereby 
pitividsd that the Kin^ of Oode will take into hie immediate and earnest coa* 
eideratic^o, io concert with the Britisb Besident, the beet meaae of remsdyios 
the ttietiDg defects in the Police, end in the Jodieial nnd Revenue Adminis- 
tratioos of ale domininos, and that if FI is Majesty sbonld neglect to attend to 
the advice and concse] oF the British Oovsrncaent or its local representative, 
aod if (which God forbid) gross and systematic oppression, aoerehy and mis* 
rule should hereafter at soy time prevail within the Oude docaiaiooa, such as 
sencosly to endanger the pobUc tranquillity, the Britisb Government reserves 
to iUelf the right of appointing its own officers Co the maDagemeut of what* 
soever portions of the Onde territory, either to a small or Co a great extent, in 
which such misrule as that above alladed to may have occurred, for so long a 
period as it may deem necessary, the surplus receipts io such case, after defr^- 
ing all charges, to be Mid ioto the King's Ireasary, and a true and faithful 
account rendered to His Msjtety of the reoelpis and expenditure of the terri¬ 
tories so assnved. 

AancLB 8. 

And it is hereby forthst agreed that in esse the Governor-General of 
India ip Conncil should be. oompdled to resort to the exercise of the authority 
Tested in him by Article 7th of this Treaty, he will endeavonr, as far as possu 
hie, to maiutaio (with such improvemcDts as they may admit of) the native 
institotioos and forms of sdumistraticn within the aseumed territories, so ns 
to facilitate the restoration of those territories to the Sovereign of Onde when 
the proper period for euob restorotion shall arrive. 

Artiou 9. 

All the other provisious and conditiouB of former Treaties between the 
British Govern moot aod the Oude State, which are act oBected by the above 
eonventioo, are to remain iu full force and effect.

TEBoarly bUreoarseoE (jOTeroment with Nepal waaesolneivel^ 

oC a commeroial nature. 0 or political relations w itli E liatmao do data from tb e 
invasioo of the vallejby the Gurhhaenader Raja Pirtbi Katayan. I& 1797 tho 
Ne^r Baja of Ehatmandu beiug bard preeeed by the Gnrkbaa, applied for 
aseiataDCO to the Biitish GoTorDmeot. Aid waa ^nted, aod Captain Einloch 
was despatched with a small force in tlie middle of the raioy season. He ffse, 
bowevetj compelled by the deadly dimate of the Tarai to retire. The Gurlcha 
Chief meeting but a feeble resistance, orerraa Nspal and extiognisbed the 
Newar dynasty, and was eTeotually recognized by the British Oovernmant as 
Raja of Nepal. 

Hsdag conquered the bill oouatiyof Makwsnpur, the Garbhoa cl«med 
the onltivated lowlands oa payment to the British Government of the e>ame 
tribute as was paid by the Raja of Makwanpur. The claim was admitted. 
For thirty years the Gnrkhas continued to pi^esent yearly a large sized ©Isphanb 
as tribute for these lands, but tbs tribute was eventejally reliuguisbed by 
Article 7 of the Treaty of 1801 (No. LIll). 

After the fmlnre of Kinlooh^s expedition there was little cooneotion with 
Nepal till the administration of Lord Cornwallis, when nogotiations were 
Opened by the Gurkbee through Mr. Duucan, then Resident st Benares, wbicb 
resulted in the eommercial Treaty of March 179S1 (No. LII). For several 
years previous to 1798 the Gurkhas bad been extending Uieir conquests in the 
direction of Tibet, They bad advanced as far as Digarehi, the Lama of whlcli 
place was spiritual father to the Emperor of China- lucsosed by the plunder 
of the sacred temples of Digarchi, the Emperor of China despatched a large 
ermy to punish the Nepal Baja. It was with a view to deter the Chinese 
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from the iovaaicm o! Nepal that the Ourlcha Chief formed the commercial 
Treaty mtb the Bri tub, to Tvhom he aleo applied for military aiJ. 

Lord CoroT^allie offered to negotiate a peace between Nepal and Cbina^ 
hut before Major Siibp&triclc, who waa deputed to Khatmandu for this pnr* 
pose, reached the Nepal fron^er, the Uurkhae bad been compelled to eonclode 
an ignominious Treaty with the Cbinese General within a few miles of their 
capital. 

The oatepsible object of Eirkpatrich’s mission was now at an end. But 
as be had instructions to take tnearares to improve the oommereial advantages 
Bccgred by the Treaty, be advaooed to Ebatmandn. The Gnrkbas however 
evaded all his overtures and showed a determination to avoid a cloeer alUaDoe« 
and in March 1799 Major Elrkpatriok quitted Nepal. 

From tbie time till the year 1800 onr interoonrse with Nepal was restrict¬ 
ed to occasional friendly letters, and the presentation by Nepal of the tribute 
for Makwanpnr. In that year Ban Bahadur, the young Raja of Nepal, who 
in 1795 had foroihly assumed the management of the State and murdered the 
Begent, his ancle, and who for five yeare bad ruled with intolerable tyranny, 
wae forced to abdicate in favor of his illegitimate infant son Girvan Jodb 
Bikram, leaving one of hie Ranis as Regent. He retired to Benares, where 
Captain Eoox waa appointed to attend him as Political Agent, Ran Bahadnr 
was received by the British Government with every mark of diatinotion, and 
was snppUed with large some of money to meet his erpeneee. His presenoe 
within British teiritorise was deemed a favourable opportunity for the renewal 
of attempts to form a closer alliance with Nepal. It was accordingly 
decided to open negotiations with the combined objects of procuring a 
suitable eettlemant for the deposed Prince, and of improving oar relatione 
with Nepal; also of giving foil effect to the Treaty of 1792 which had become 
a dead letter, and arraoging for the apprehension and snrreoder of f ogltive 
dekaits who had long given trouble on the frontier. Captain Enox was 
deputed to the Nepal frontier to meet a deputation from Ebatmanda. 
These objects, as well as the establishment of a Besidenoy at Ebatmandn, 
were provided for in the Treaty of October 190 L (No. LIII), Captaio Knox 
was appointed the first Besideot, 

Eoox was well received by the Rani Regent, and arrangements hnd 
jnstbeen coDolndcd to give full effeot to the Treaty, when Ran Bahadur’s 
elder Rani, who bad accompanied him to Benares, suddenly returned to ELat. 
mandu, ovcrthiew the Regenoy, and heivelf took charge of young Raja 
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and tlie gOTerament. It sow became the policy of Darbar to evade fulfil¬ 
ment of ite engagements with the British GoverDment, and their BTereion to 
the continn&cce of the Reeidenb became so maiked that fn March, IfiOfi, Cap¬ 
tain Knox withdrew from Nepal, aud oa iith January, ISM, Lord Wellesley 
formally dissolved the alUaace with the Darbar. 

As a con sequence of the dissolution of the alliance Han Bahadur was 
allowed to retarn to Nepal, where he inangarsted hie re^accessiooto power by 
the murder of ^e leader of the party who was opposed to his interests. He 
was himself soon a^r killed in a dispute with bis brother; sod BbimSea 
Tbsppa, a yonug and ambitions man who had accompanied him into exile, ob¬ 
tained posseesion of the person of the young Baja, the illegitioale son of Ban 
Bahadur, and being countenanced by Ban Bahada/s chief Bani assumed the 
direction of affaire. 

from the dissolution of Lite alliance in 1804 down to 18IS, our transac- 
tioQS with Nepal ooosisted entirely of uoaTailiog vemonstrauoes against the 
most insolent aggreseious on onr frontier tbrcughout its entire le)>gth, and in 
fruitless attempts to iaduoe the Gurkhas to aid our oSceis is the suppression 
of daksi^ and robberies along the frontier. As early as 1804 the Nepalese 
bad seised on the paiganas of Butwal and Shsoi’aj, which had been ceded to 
the British Government by the Wasir of Oudb, under prttext of their having 
belonged to the possessions of the Palpa Baja, tbeu snbdued by Nepsl. In 
1808 the Gurkha Governor of the Morang seised on the entire aamindaxi of 
Bhimnsgai, situated on the frontier of Purniah; hot this case wse so fiagrant 
that Government determined on resenting it in good earnest, and in the 
month of June 1800 a British detachroent was sent to the frontier with ordeis 
to resume the xamindari at the point of the bayonet. This decided measure 
was sufficient; aud the Gurkhas not being yet wiUbg to measure swords with 
the English, evacuated the lands in IS 10. lu 1811 the Guikbaa sgain crossed 
our frontier and at neaily the same time took possession of some lands on the 
Butwal and Bettia boundaries- ^is aggression was forcibly resisted*by the 
people of the Bettia frontier and gave rise to the first border skirmish with 
the Nepalese. 

Commissioners were appointed by the British and Nepal Governments 
to enquire into and adjust all frontier dispntes. The inveatrgatiou resulted in 
the esUblUhment of the right of the British Gcvernmeiit to the disputed dis¬ 
tricts, but the Nepalese evaded lestitution. Loid Hastings tbewupon threat¬ 
ened the forcible occupation of the lands if they were not evacuated by a 
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giTSD date. Tbe pwacribed time haviog expired without a reply from Nepal, 
the disputed distriots weie oocupied in the middle of April 1S24. 

^ar waa cow ioevitable aud it was formally declared on let NoTcmber 
1814. Ad arduous campaigo, ic which the Oorkfaaa fought most bravely aod 
with mach soceessj left us ic posseeeioii of the hille west of the Kali; and the 
Gnrkbaa were disposed to treat for peace. Negotiatioce were twice brokeo off by 
the Gurkhsa refoslDg to comply with the demand for the ceesioc of the l^iai. 
A second oampaiga seemed inevitable, when Lord Hastisge ofitired to pay yearly 
the esticDcted value of the Tarai, aod made some other conceseiona, which 
ioduced the Nepal OommieeioserB to sign the Treaty of Segauli (Segowlie) 
on the !^8th November, promieing that the sigeature of the Raja ebould be 
obtained oa the 12th December following. 

The ratificaUon of the Treaty however waa withheld by the Darbar, 
who formally accoanced their iDtec^on of trying the resclc of a second cam¬ 
paign. Hostilities were therefore vlgoroasly pushed by the British Qoveru* 
meet, and on 8cd December 1815, the Nepalese Commissioners at last delivered 
to Sir David Ocbterlony tb'e Treaty of Segauli (Ho. LIVl, duly signed and 
executed. The lull lands east of theNiicbi,aQ{l part of the Tarai between the 
Naeht and Tista ceded under this Treaty, were made over to Sikkim. On 
the 8th December 181$, the 4tb Artlole of the Treaty of SegauJi, by which 
we were bound to pay two lakhs a year as peorions to certain Nepalese Chiefs, 
was annulled (No. LV), in eoneideration of the restoration to Nepal of the 
Tarai lands between the Rapti and the Sluri. The Tarai lands westward to the 
Kali were made over to Oudh. 

The first Resident appointed under the Ti’Caty of Segauli was Mr. Oard« 
ner. He found Bbim Seu Tbappa, the Minister, invested with complete 
control over the cooatry. Under his inflaeoce the attitude aesnmed by the 
Darhar was suepicloos and hanghty. Maharaja Qirvan Jodh Bikram died in 
his ISth year, shortly after Mr. Gardner’s arrival at Khatmandn. His sucoes- 
eor was then only two years old. The Ministry of Bbim Sen was continued 
during the minority, and from that rime till 1882 he eujoyed complete and 
uninterrupted power. Doring the whole of this period a mairial policy pre¬ 
vailed in the councils of Nepal. 

In 1882 signs of opposition to the noccntrolled powsr of Bhim Sen, 
whose family held almost every provincial oommand in the conntry, began to 
show themselves. The Panda clan, tbs leaders of which bad been massacred 
on Ran Bahadur’s return to Nepal, again rose gradnally into hivonr with Che 
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Maliar&ja who was anxious to shako off iho control «£ his oiaistor. The 
oppoaitioD ificreased everj year. In 1837 the Eaja's yoangeat son died 
8 uddoply> and the report was spread that ho bnd boea poUooed at tbo iastfga- 
tioo of BLim Sqo, or some of hie party. Bhizn Sea and hie nephew Matabar 
Singh were seised, ironed, and thrown into prison, and their families wore 
placed under oloee arrest; shortly after, however* Bhim Sen and his nephew 
wore released. The former retired with bcnoor iuto private life; Matabar 
Singh proceeded to the Punjab, where be found eerviee under the Lahore 
Darbar. 

Two years later the persecution of the Tbappa family was revived to serve 
the purposes of court iotrigue. The old minister waa dragged from bis retire, 
ment and hurried to prison, where, after being sahjeoted to the most inhuman 
tortures, he committed suicide. His body was dismembered, exposed in the 
city, and left to be devoured by dogs and vultures. 

During the latter yeare of Bhim Sen's ministry several unsnccessfal 
attempts were made to improve our relations with Nepal. In 1633 oegotia- 
tions relative to the treatment of British subjects sttached to the Beeidescy 
failed, by the refusal of the Darbar to enter into aoy Treaty by which it should 
waive ite rights to pauish such oSeoden according to its own usages. In 1834 
uegotiatiouB for the revival of the commercial Treaty of 1793 were closed, hy 
the Darbar declining to recognise its validity and proposing another vety die. 
advantageous to British interests. In 1836 another endeavour of the Bri^b 
Government to improve the oommerdal relations with Nepal was frustrated by 
the UDwillingness of the Darbar to make any suitable cooeessione with regard 
to the duties to be levied on British goods. Better soooess however attended 
the negotiations for the capture and surreuder of thags and dakaite, and an 
Engagement (No. LVI) was coucluded in 1337, securing mutual advantages 
in this respect. 

After the overthrow of Bhim Sen Tbappa the hostility of the Nepalese to> 
wards the British Government assumed a more open form, and every effort vas 
made, by the rsduotaon of public expenditure, to prepare for the anticipated 
outbreak of hostilities * So little was the hostility of the Nepalese concealed that 
it became necessary for the British Government to station a corps of obeerwation 
on the frontier. Intrigues had long been oarried on by-the Nepal Darbar with 
States in British India; emissaries were sent to Jodhpur, Gwalior, Hyderabad, 
Nagpur, Lahore; and the meditated marriage of the heir-apparent formed a 
pi^etext for despatching numorous spies and messengers throughout Rewa and 
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Rajpatana. Similar efforts vere made id the direction of Sikkim, Blmtan^ 
and Ava, but the aoeoeu which at first attended the British arms in Afgbaois- 
tao neoeesitated a chao^ in the policy of the Kepaleaa, and in 1869 an £d. 
gagement (No. LVII) waa procured from the Darbar prominog the ceeaation 
of these intrigoH. 

These obligaaoBS were but nomioaUj obeerved. Intrignee were carried 
Ob as before, only more ooTertly. In 1840 the Nepaleee forcibly took poases- 
tion of eeTeial villegea in the Ramnagar zamindar, and only withdrew when 
hostilities were threatened, It again became necessary to station a corps of 
observation on the frontier, which was nob withdrawn till 184^ and after 
repeated assumnces of good will on the part of the Mahnraja and his chiefs 
(No, LVIir.) 

The extravagancies and cruelties of the beir*apparent, who was couu* 
tenaDced and supported by the Maharaja, produced roach disconteat io t)ie 
ooontry. This, added to the intrigoes of the only surviving Rani, who was 
aoxioM for the succession of onB^)f her own sons, led to endless family feuds, 
Matabar Singh, who was recalled from the Punjab in 1843, was made Prime 
Minister, In 1846 he was murdered at the instigation of one Gaggan Singh 
a great favorite of the Mabaraoi, who was immediately made her confidential 
adviaep- The murder of this man and the massacre at Kot of thirty-one of 
the most influential chiefs in 1846, paved toe way for toe rise of Jang Baha¬ 
dur to the office of Prime Minister. Finding that Jang Bahadur was nob so 
subesment to her purposes as she expeoted, the Maharani endeavoured to 
compass his death, but failing, she was expelled with her two sons from the 
country, and took up her residence at Benares. She was accompanied to 
Benares by the Mahar^a, who returned to Nepal toe following year, only to 
abdicate (lethMay 1847) in favour of toe heir-appareot Sarendra Bikronj 
Sab. 

Jang Bahadur’s visil to England in 1850 was followed by a more friendly 
bearing on the part of the Nepal Darbar and less excluaveness in its rela¬ 
tions with the BHtieh Government, In 1859 negolaationa we« resumed for 
the couclasion of a treaty for the surrender of beinons offendert. The Treaty 
(No. LIX) was concloded on 10th February 1865. In 1865, a Joint com- 
miasioD, in which Mr, {afterwards Sir J. D,) Gordon repreesated British in¬ 
terests, travelled along the frontier from the Mecbi river to the neighbourhood 
o! Motihari, in Cbamparan, and toeir enquiries led to the adoption of meaeurcs 
for the suppresMon of border crime, and for ensuring greater efficiency in the 
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police and greater atteotico gouerally to tbe cireumstaDC^ of the frontier. 
To this ood it was booq after ffords arranged that the Beeidest ebould each 
year make a tour on or near the border, or fa some part of the Tarai. Onrisg 
to the prevalence of catt1e>liftiog on the frontier aud of serious theft, and to 
tike frequent lessee scstained by the Nepalese Government throogh embesale* 
meats committed by thair publlo officers, the^ offences were in 1660 added by 
a aapplementary Treaty (No. LX), to those mentioned iu Article 4 of the 
Treaty of 1065 for which enrrender may be demanded by «^er GoTeroment. 
In 1881 a farther supplementary Treaty (No. LXI) included in the number 
of treaty offences that of escaping from cnatody whilst ondergoing punishment 
after conviction of any of the previonsly specified treaty offences. 

Towards the latter end of 1854 a ruptnre broke ont between the Nepalese 
and Tibetan Ooveruments, which, however, in no way affected tbe relatione 
of tbe British Oovernnect with Nepal. After short bostilitiee and protracted 
negotiations a Treaty* wss concluded, by which tbe Tibetans bound themeeWes 
to pay on snnnal tribute of Rupees 10,000 to Nepah to encourage trade between

Owing 
to n|«Btsd aotaof oppressiou towards Nepalese subjects in Lbaasa b; Tibetans, 
eialiol&atiBg with ontragaa on the bones and some of tbe ser^onU of tbo Ne¬ 
palese Bqtoj, diplomarie relations were broken o£E in 1873^ and were not 
resumed till after an aBUnde bad been made bj Tibetan CommissIoDera spe¬ 
cially deputed to £batinandn for tbe purpose. In 1830 there was egnin an 
uneasy feeling at Kbatmanda by reason of certain warlike preparotions under¬ 
taken by tbe Tibetans on their common frontier. In 1883 a Tibetan mob 
made an unprovoked attack bn tbe Nepalese qnarter of tbo town in Lbaesa, 
end plundered property to the mine of about nine lakhs of rnpeos. Commie* 
sioners from both sides met at Knti near tbe frontier to disease the question 
of compensation. Ent it would seem that no settlement satisfactory to both 
parties was effected. 

With the exeeprion of a few montbe in 1855, and notwithstanding 
Torious ccQspiracies agmnst him, tbe moat dangerous of which was that 
organised by bis own brothers. Bam Bahadur and Badri Nar Singh, in 1861,

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Jang Bahadur COD tino^ to be Prime Minister cf the StaUtill his death in 1877. 
In token of hie serrioee tohie coiuitiy, be reoeired the title of Maharaja from hie 
soTereigD; and waa inTested with the bereditarj aorereigatj of two diatriofe, 
namely Lamjaog and Kaaki. Moreover he effected the marriage of a son and 
two daoghtere into the rulbg family of Nepal. Dunag the mntioy o£ 1357 
aod the sabseqnent campaigns be rendered asalstanoe to the British Ooternment 
in the re-oceopetion of Gorakhpur, the re-capture of Lncknow, and the eab> 
sequent capture of the rebels who infested the Tanl. In consideration of 
these services Maharaja Jang Bahadur was created a Eoight Grand Cross of 
the Most Honourable Order of the Bath; and onder a Treaty (No. LXII) oon> 
eluded on let November i860, the inot of territory on the frontier of Pllihhit 
and Western Oudh, which bad been ceded to the British Government in 1615, 
was rretored to Nepal. The boundary of this tract was laid down at the 
time of its restoration to Nepal (<cc Article 3 of tbs Treaty of 1860). The 
international frontier on the side of Eastern Oodh remained nadedned until 
1875, when Joint Commissioners were appointed, who settled it in aecordaoce 
with Agreement No. LXIII. 

In 1875 Jong Bahadur proposed to pay a second visit to Enrops, but the 
design had to be abandoned owing to an accident he aostained at Bombay on 
the eve of departure. In 1876 the Prince of Wales visited him in the Ne¬ 
palese in the neighbonrbood of Bareilly and Eumaon for sport. The Duke 
of Edinbuigh bad accompanied him on a similar e:ipeditioQ in 1670. On 
Febmaiy 85tbj 1677, Jaog Bahadu died, at the age of about sixty years, 
at Pattbarghatta on the Baghmati river. His illness, which lasted for a few 
honrs only, showed symptoms hath of apoplexy and cholein. Notwithstand¬ 
ing Jang Bahadur's own efforts of late years to dlsooantenance the harbaroua 
rite, three of bis widows became Sati. Three years and a half before bis death 
be had been honoured with the Grand Gommondersbip of the Star of India. 
He was also granted a personal salute of 19 gum. His next sorviving bro¬ 
ther, Sir Banudip Singb, who was created a Eoight Commsnder of the Order 
of the Star of India in 1875, was endowed by the Mabaraj Adhiraj with the 
titles and bononrs held by ths late Sir Jang Bahadur, and was appointed 
Prime Minister of Nepal. 

Jang Bahadur had orraDged that the provinces bestowed upon him ohonld 
pass to his heirs in hereditary luccessioo, while the office of Minister shoold 
go to his eldest surviving brother, and thereafter from brother to brother till 
the death of the last, when it should levei't to his own eldest eon Jagat Jaog.

Tnl^tya Bir Bikram Sabj beir^apparent and aon'in-law of Jang Baho. 
dur, died soddanly on hfarob $0th, 187S. Hia death waa folioved on May 
17tbj 18SI, by that of hia father, tbe Maharaja Bbiraj Snrendra Bibram Sab, 
after a long and weetiog illnaaai and on Joly 13tb, by that of the 
eavMaharaja Dhiraj Bajendra Bibram Sab, who bad been foroed to abdioate 
the tbiooe tbiity^fonr yeara prerionely. S&rendra Bikrnm Sab was aucceeded 
by hia grandaon Pritbvi Bir Bikram Sah, a child of six jeors old, who erae 
enthroned on Beoexober let, 1881. 

A conainracy against tbe Miniater (Ranndip Singh) and tbe Commander' 
in-Chief (Dlur Sbamsber) was detected Is January 1882 and was met with 
considerable aerenty. Jagat Jang was aoapeoted of complieity, and a aea« 
tence of exile was paaaed agaioet him. For aome monUia there was an unquiet 
feeling at tbe capital; bat in time anxiety eubeided, and apparent tranquillity 
was 90 far RStorod that in 1883 two Sardais of very high rank, who were 
beliered to be implicated and who were deported for a while as State pri* 
aooers to British Zndio, were received back. 

Jagat Jang was permitted to return to Nepal in tbe spring of 1$86. 
Thereafter there were signs of a rapfirocAfvunt between Jagat Jang and 
Baoudip Singb. This was regarded as iuimical to their interests by the 
sons of Jang Bahadur's yocngeat brother Dbir Shamaber, who died in 1884; 
and on the night of the 22nd November 1885 ^ey rose against Ran udip 
Siogb, and, having pot him to death, seized all power in the State in Ibe name 
of the sovereign. Jagat Jang and his eldest son were at the same time also 
killed. Bir Shamaber, the eldeet son of Bbir Shameher, aasnmed the post of 
Minlater, together with tbe titles and estates enjoyed by Ranndip Siugh. 

A danghter (the Jetha Maharani) and two sons (Padam Jang andRanbir 
Jong) of Sip Jang Bahadur^ as well as other Sardare (notably Kedar Nar 
Singh, adopted aon of Rnnudip Singh) found refuge in the British Residency, 
and were eventnally, throngh the inflnenoe of the Government of India, eent 
iu safety with their families and tnnch poperty to India. 

The Mahanqa Dhiraj announced in a kharito, dated tbe 28rd November 
1888, the snooession of Bir Shamsher ae Prime Miniater of Nepal. The Gov¬ 
ernment <5f India decided to rocognjse tbe dg focio administration which had 
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b«eu establiehed, and this was io(ioa(ed to the Maharejs Dhinj on the 30th 
January 1886 in a kbarita whiob, fvhiJe absolving* His Higboossfrom personal 
responsibility or cooeeru la tbs matter^ pointed out that the dot by vrhieh the 
Uvea of Sir Banudip Singh and General Jaget Jeng iverehroogbt to an ond 
teomed very difficalt to jnstify. Bir Sbamsber hae sioc^ then filled the office 
of Prime Minister, and in I8B9 married tvo of bis datjgbters to Pritbvi 
Bir Bibram Sab, the Maharaja Dbiraj. 

Up to the year 1868 the reornitang of Onrkba sepoye for the British 
eerrice was ou an nnsatlafautory footing; but nnce that time matters con¬ 
nected with British reoruitment in Nepal have shows n marked imprOTemenh 

Although Nepal pays no tribnte to the British Ooversment, it is nsoal, 
on the arrival in India of a new Viceroy, for a Nepalese Sardar of high ronk 
to be d^mted to Caloutta with messages and presents from his sovereigii. 

Ihe reigning bouse of Nepal claims descent from the Bajput (Sisodiya) 
family which rules over Udupor. The Maharaja Phiraj of Nepal is entitled 
to a ealute of 21 guns from Bri^ battenes. 

The Nepalese army eonsiste (1690) of about 60 cavalry, 45,000 regnlar 
infantiy, 3,200 irregular infantiy, and 1,961 artillery men, with aominally 
some 920 guos. 

It is impossible, in the abaence of any census, to form a correct estimate 
of the population of Nepal. The Darbar estimates it from 6,200,000 to 
6,600,000, but it is probably Httle, if at all, in eacees of 2,000,000. The city 
of Khatmandu contains from 30,000 to 86,000, and the whole valley of Kbafc- 
mandu about 300,000 inhabitants. The area of the State is about B4,000 
square miles. The yearly revenue is supposed to be aboot 160 lakhs of 
rupees.

Treaty autbec^ted under the seal of Maha Bajab Rua Behander Sbab 
Bebander Sbazoebai’e Jan^j bei&f acoordio^ to tbe Treaty traDecoitted by 
Mr. Jocatban Dxuioao^ (be Reeident at Benares, oq the part of tbe Right 
Honourable Charles, Burl Cornwaliie, k.q,, (^OTeraor-General in Couooil, 
and empowered by the eatd antbority to eoEolnde a Treaty of Commerce with 
the said Maba Raiah, and to settle and fix tbe duties payable by tbe enbjcots 
of tbe rspectiTe States of tbe Honourable Eoglish Company aod thoee of 
Ne^nl, tbe s^d geotleman charging bimeelf with whatever relates to tbe 
dutiea tbna to be payable by the subjeots of ^e Nepaul Oorernment to that 
of tbe Company; in like manoer as bath the aforeeaid Maha Bajob, with 
.whatever regarde ^e dotiee tbue to be payable by tbe eubjecte of tbe Com* 

S Boy’s gOTsromest to that of Kepanl; and tbe said Treaty haTiog been 
slivered Co me (the said Maba Rsjab) by MowUvy Abdool Eadir Khan, tbe 
aforeeaid gentleman's vakeel, or agent; this counterpart thereof having been 
written by tbe Kepaal Goverpment, bath been oommi (ted to tbe aaud Khan, as 
hereunder detailed 

A&TICL& 1. 

Inasmnob as an attention to tbe general welfare, and to the ease and 
satlsfactian of the merobante and traders, tends equally to tbe reputation of 
the adminietrators of both tbe governments of tbe Company and of Nepaul; 
it is therefore agreed and etipniated, that 2 k per cent, aliall reciprocally be 
takep, as duty, on tbe imports from both ooantries; ancb dotiee to he levied 
on the amoont of the invoices of the goods which the merchante shall have 
along with them; and to deter tbe asid traders from exhibiting false ioToices, 
the seal of the custom houses of both couDCnes shall be improved on the b^k 
of tbe said invoices, and a copy thereof being kept, the origiuol shall be 
reetored to tbe merobants; and in cases where the merobaot eball not have 
along with him hisorigioal invoice, tbe custom bouse officers vball, in snch 
instance, lay down the duty of 2k per cent, on a valuation according to tbe 
market prioe.

The opposite stationa heretmder specified, within the frontiers of each 
country, are filed for the duties to be levied, at which place tbe traders are to 
pay tbe same; and after having once paid duties ooa receiving a I’owannah 
thereon, no other or further doty shall be payable throughout each oonulry or 
dominion reapsotivcly.

vaotage and the increase of friendship. 

On the fith of Bejeb, 1206 of the Hegira, and 1100 of the Fusesllee 
style, agreeing with tne let of March 1702 o I the Cbristaao, sod with the 
2Sod of PLagun 1848 of the Senbut .fiia, two Tresties, to one tenor, were 
written for both the contracting parties, who have mutually engaged that from 
the Srd Bysaok 1K40 of Che Sunbut ^rs, the officers of both States shall, in 
pursuance of the strictest orders of both Governrnente, immediately carry into 
effect and observe the stipolatiocis aforesaid, and not wait fox ony further or 
new direction.

The Maba Rajah of Nepanl agrees, that a pergunnah, with all the lands 
attoobed to it, excepting privileg^ lauds ond those appropriated to religious 
purposes, and to jaghires, &c., which are specified separately in the scconnt of 
oollectioos, shell be given up to Samee Jeo fur bis expenses, as a present. The 
oonditioDs with respect to Samee Jeo are, that if be should remain oi Benares, 
or at any other place within the Company's provinces, and should speatane* 
busly farm his jagliire to the officers of Nepaul, in that event tbs amount 
of collections shall be puDCtiially paid to him. Agreeably to certain kiscs which 
may be hereafter settled; that be may appropriate the same to his necessary 
expenses, and that bs mny coaCiuiie in religions abstraction, accordiog to bis 
agresiTient, which be bad engraved on brass, at the time of liis abdication cf 
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the Boy, and of hie Terigning it in my favour. Again, in the event of hie 
eaUhliiing hie residenoe in hie jaghire, and of hie reeliziog tho coJlectiooe 
through hie own officera, it ie proper that he ehould not keep snob a one and 
other diBaffeoted pertooe lei his service, and besides one bnndrcd men and maid 
eervanU, &c., he must not entertain any persons as eoidieve, with a view to the 
oolIecUon of the revenue of the pergannah j and to the protection of hie person 
he may take two hundred soldiers of the forces of the Nepau! Goveroinsiit, 
the allowances of whom shall he pedd by the Baiah of Nepaul. He in net be 
cautious also of commencing oltercataon, either by speech or writing; neither 
must he give protection to the rebellious and fugitivee of the Nepaul country, 
nor must be commit plnnder and devastation upon the eubjecte of Nepaul. 
In the event of such delinquency heiog proved to the satiafactlon of the two 
Governments, the aid and protecfcon of the Company shall be withdrawn from 
him; and in that event, also, it shall be at the option of the lUjab of Nepaul 
whether or not be will ccnBscate his jagbire. 

The Maho Bajah also agrees, on bis part, that if Samee J«o ehould take 
up hie residence within the Company's provmcee, and should farm out hie 
land to the ofBceis of Nepaul, and that the kists sbonld not be paid according 
Co agreement, or that he should fix his residence on his jagbire, and any of 
tbs inhabitants of Nepaul ehould give him or the ryots of hia pcrgaoDoh any 
molestation, a lequisition shall be msde by the Governor-General of the Com¬ 
pany, on this subject, to the Bajah. The Governor-General ie security fer 
tbe Baja's performance of this condition, and the Mahu Rajah will imme* 
diately acquit himself of the requintion of the Goveiuor-General, agreeably to 
what ia above written. If any profits ehould arise in the collection of the 
said pergunnah, in oonscquenoe of the activity of tbe officers, or any defalca¬ 
tion occurs from their inattention, in either case the Rajah of Nepaul will be 
totally onocneei ned. 

AnTiois Id. 

With the view of carrying into effect the different objects contained in 
this Treaty, and of promoting other verbal negooiation, the Governor.General 
and the Hajab of Nepanl, ooder tbe impulse of their will and pleasnre, depnte 
a confidential person to each other as vakeel, that remaining in attendance 
upon their reepcotive Govemmente, they may effect the objects above ^eeified, 
and promote whatever may tend to the doily imprcvemeut of the fnendsbip 
subsisting between the two States.

It is incucnbeni u^n the Takeels of both States that they should hold do 
intercoorse whatever witb any of the subjects or iobabitaDts of tbo couutiy, 
excepting with the offioers of GoTsrnment, without the penaission of those 
officers; neither should they carry on any correspondeDOC with eoy of them; 
and if they shouM receive any fetter or writing from any socb people they 
should oot unawer it, without the knowledge of the head of the Slate, and 
aoquaintiog him of the particulara, which will dispel all apprehension or doubt 
between us, and mao i feet the sincerity of onr frieodsbip. 

Akticlb 13. 

It is incumbent upon the principale and effiosre mutually to abide by the 
spirit of this Treaty, wliioh is now drawn ont accord!og to their faith and 
religion, aad deeming it in force from generation to generation that they 
should not desiate from it j and any pereoo who may transgress against it will 
be punished by Almighty God, both in this world and in & future etite.

The Engagement contracted by Maha Kajah, &c.,&e., with His Bzcellency 
tbe Most Noble the Ooverior-Gfmeral, &o., respecting the settle meat of a 
provision for tbe maiutenanoe of Fnvneahir Goonsnusd Swammse Jee, tbe 
illnstrions father of tbe said Maha Bsjah, is to tbe following effect 

That an annual income, amountiog to Patna Sicoa Rupees eighty-two 
thousand, of which seventy-two thousand shall be paid m eash^and ten 
thousand in elephants, half male and bolf female, to he valned at tbe i<ate oE 
one hundred and twenty *£70 rupees per cubit, sb a II be settled on the said 
Swammee Jee, commencing from the month of A ugh on 1858, as an hcmble 
offering to aselst in tbe maintenance of his honsehoJd; and fcr tbe purpose of 
supplying the said income, that tbe Ferguooah of Beeja^r, with all the 
lands thereonto attached (excepting rent«free lands, religtcua or obaritahle 
esdowmeots, jaghircs, and sncb like as specified separately in tie account of 
oolleotione) be settled cn the said Swammee Jee, under tbe following condi¬ 
tions : That, in tbe event of his residing at Benares or other place within the 
territories of tbe Honorable Company, and of hia volnntaiily committing the 
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coUeclioiit ot (be m6 jnghfre to the serTfluta tlie Nepnul QoTarnment> 
ia suoh ceee sevebtj-two tlioneeDd rupees io cash, and elapbaats to the value 
ci ten tliousaod rupees, shall be pooctually remitted jear after jear, bj utab. 
lidied kiete, to the said Sa'ammee Jee, without fail or delay, so that, appro- 
priatiog the same to bis necessary expenses, he may devote lumself to the 
worship of the SujU’emo Beiu^ in conformity to his own deolaiaiion, engraved 
on enpper at the time of bis abdicating tbe Saie and of bis bestowing it on tlie 
said Msdia Hojah; and fmtlier, in tbe event g£ his establishing bis reeidenoe 
upou bis jfigbire and of lijs realizing tbe oolieotiona throngb bis own offioeis, 
it is requisite that he eboold not keep in bia service fomenters of sedition 
and distnibance, that be sbsU retain no more than one hundred male and 
female attendants, and that he shall not retain about his person soldiers of any 
description. That for the purpose of collecting the revenues of tbe aforesaid 

E rgonahi aod for his personal protection, be may have from tbe Rajab of 
epsnl ae far as two bond red men of the troops of that country, and the 
allowances of such men shall be defrayed by the Maba Kajah himself. He 
must not attempt, either by speech or writing, to excite commotion nor har¬ 
bour about bis person rel^ and fugitives from the territories of Nepaul, 
neither must he commit any depredations npoo the eubjeets of that country. 
And in tbe event of such delinquency being establiebed to the satisfaotion of 
both parties, that tbe oid and protection of tbe Honorable Company sbiril be 
wiihdnwa from tbe stid Swammee See, in which case it sball be at the option 
of tbe Maha Bsjab to confiscate Lis jaghirs. It is also agreed by the Maha 
Bajali that, provided Swammee Jee should fix bis residence within the Honor¬ 
able Company's territories, snd should commit the collections of hie jaghire to 
tbe officers of the Nepaol Crovemment, in tliatcase, should the kists not be 
paid according to tbe conditioos above specified, or io tbe event of his residing 
upon bis jaghire, provided any of tbe eutjeots of Nmul give him or ryots of 
bis pergDouab any molestatinn in either case, tbe Goveroor-Qeneral and tbe 
Hooor^le Company have a right to demand leparation* from the Rajah of 
Nepaul. ITbe Oovemor-Geaeral ie gcaranlee tfiat tbe Rajah of Nepaul jter. 
foims this condition, and the Maha Kajab, on tbe requisition of the Govei- 
nor-GeneiaJ, .will instantly fulfil bis engagements as above specified. In any 
augmentation of the collections from tbe judicious msDagement of tbe officers 
of fiwammea Jee, or in any diminution from a oontrary cause, the Maba Kajah 
is to be equally oncoocemM, the Maha Bajnh engaging that, on delivering 
over tbs ^srguuoab of Beej spoor to tbs officers of Swammee Jee, the amonot 
of tbe auouu revenue shall be Patna Sicca Rnpees 72,000 j that should it he 
lees he will make good tbe deficiency, and in case of ezeees, that Swaminee Jee 
be eniitled tbei’eto.

Adrartiog to the amity and confidence eiibelating with tbe Bajab of 
Nipal, tbe Britiah QoTeinment proposes to supproes, as much ae ia possible, 
tbe execution cf certuu Articles in tbs Treaty of Segowlee, which bear hard 
upon the Itajah, as follows 

2. With ft view to gratify tbe Raiah in a pobt wblcb he has much at 
heart, the British GoTemmeDt is willing to restore tbe Tarai ceded to it by 
the Rajah in the Treaty, to wit, tbe whole Terai lands lying between tbe 
Rivers Coosa and Guuduck, such as appertaiaed to tbe Rajah before the late 
disagreement; excepting tbe disputed lands in tbe Zillftba of Tirboot and 
Sarnn, and excepting such poitiona of territory aa may occnr on both sides 
for the purpose of settling a frontier, upon investigation by tbe respeotiva 
CommieeioDers ; end excepting such lands as may have bean given in pos- 
seaeion to any cue by tbe Britiah Government upon aseerb^ment of his 
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rifbte aubs«qoaot to tlia cesdoQ of Tarai to that C^ovaromeat. In case tha 
lUiah ia <iBsiro\ia oi retaiojng tba lands of such aaoertomad propriatois, they 
rQftv ba oxcbugad for otbara, and lat it be oleaily. Qndaratood that, Dotwith- 
stood ing tha cooaidarable exteot of the lands ia tba Zillah of Tirlioot, whivlt 
have for a long time baeo a sobject of dispute, tba sattlement made in the 
vear 1612 of Christ, ooiraspoadin^ with the year 1669 of Bikrsmajeet, ahall 
be taken, and eTerything else relin^insbad, that is to say, that the settlement 
and negooiotions, snch as occurred at that period/ shall in the praseot case hold 
good and be establUbed. 

6 . The British Ooveramant is willing like wise to restore tba Tarsi lying 
between tbe EiTare Gnndok and Kapti, that ia to say, from the Rivar Onnduk 
to the fifes tern licnlts of tha Zillah of Goruekpore, together with Bootwnl and 
Sbeeraj, snob as appertained to Nipal pievioaB to tbe disagresmAnts, complete, 
\v4th the axceptioo of tbe disputed places in tba Temi, and snob quantity 
of gronsd aa may ba considered mutually to be requisite for tbe new 
boondary. 

4. As H is impossible to eetablisb desirable limits between tbe two States 
witbont sorfey, it will ba expedient that Commissioners ba appointed on botli 
sides for tbe purpose of ariaDglngin concert a well damned bonadary oi> the 
basis of the preoeding terms, and ox establishing a straight line of fitmtler, 
with a Tiaw to tba di^ioct separation of tbe respective territories of tbe British 
Government to tbe south and of Nipal to tbs north ; and in case any inden¬ 
tations oocar to destroy the even tenor of tbe line, the Commissioners should 
effect an exchange of Isoda so lutarfering on principles of clear I'eoi- 
procity. 

5. And should It occur that the proprietors of lauds situated ou the mn- 
tusl frontier, aa it may ba reotihed, whether holding of tha British Qovani- 
ment or of tbe Rajah of Nipal, should be placed in tbe oonditiou of aubjeota 
to both Oovernments, with a view to prevent eontinusi dispute and discussion 
between the two Gov^mtoenta, tbe respective Commita'oners should elTect in 
mutt^ eoDOurrence and cooperation tbe exolinsge of such lands, so aa to 
raodar them subject to one domioion alone. 

6 . 'Whensoever tbe Terai sbonld be restored, (he Rojob of Nipal wUlceeee 
to reqnire tba sum of two Ickbs of Rupees per aoDum, whiob the Rritisb Gov* 
arnmenl agreed to advance for tha maintenance of certain Barabdars of hie 
Government. , 

7. Moreover, the iUj&h of Nipal agrees to refrain from prosecuting any 
iobabitants of the Terai, after ita ravertance to his role, on account of having 
favored tbe cause of toe British Government daring the fivar, and should any 
of those persons, jaxcepting tbe cultivators of tbe soil, ba deaiiocs of quitting 
tbeir astotes, nnd of retiring within the Company's territories, he aball not be 
liable to Uisdranee. 

6 . In tbe event of tbe Eajab’a apptavii^ the foregoing terms, tlie pro¬ 
posed arraogament for tbe survey and establitomeot of ^ou^ary marks sliall 
be oariiad into execution, and alter the determiuatiou la concert of tbe 
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b^jondary Uoe, Suanoda »n forma We to the foi'agomg rtipulatioos, drawn out 
and sealed the two States, ehall be delivered and aocepted oa bobb eidei.

The following is tbe arrangamecfc proposed io tbnggee sarrendera, and is 
translated vethaii^ U liUratim. 

When a tbng approver or approvers make an allegatioD of murder by 
means of poison, or strangling, against ao individual said to be residing in 
>fipal, ana when tbe cbsiga is accompanied by a description cf the aocosed 
person, an enmneration of bis family, brothers or other relations, and tbe name 
of bln viUsge given, or bis habitation otherwise described; and when on iiw 
veetigsticn by tbe lo^ oSoers of Nipal into tbe above, it appears tl>at tbe 
accused has not been a permanent resident at the place, that hia people and 
&mdy arp not forthcoming, that ha has no osteoaibla mesne of livelihood, and 
that his mode of living is nevertheless comfoTtable, or that it appears that he 
has been in tbe habit of residiug for three or fonr months together at differ* 
ent places in the neighbonThood, and that withont oetensible means of liveli. 
hoM be is sh!l enabled to exist; and when nil or several cf these drcum- 
stances correspond with tbe approver's statement, then will the Nipal Govern* 
nent make surrender of snch individuals to the Magistrates of the Biitlah 
tiovercment for trial and pnniabmeut. On the other band (recapitulate the 
above details), vt is expected that the Magistrates of tbe British Government 
will snrrender snob individuals to the Nif^se antboritise cf tbeTerai, for trial 
and punishmeat by tbe Nifol Government 
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Furth«r, wh^n od mveati^tioii of the atlsgations of tbe approvers bj tbe 
locat officors of either GoTerneoeot, tbe oberge is found not to correspond with 
the oircunietaneee of the individuals, or to^ otherwise nutoDable, it will by 
all means be necessar; that in sacb cases sarrender be witbiield.

During the disturbancea which followed the mutiny of the Native army 
of Bengal in J8o7, the Maharajah of Nipal not only faithfully loaintained the 
relations of peace and friendebip established between the SritUh Govempumt 
and the State of Nipal by the Treaty of Segowlee, but freely plaocd troops at 
the disposal of the British anthorltiee for the preservation of order in the 
Frontier Districts, and subsequeotly sent t force to oo-operste with the British 
Arm; in the re*capture of Lucknow and the final defeat of the rebels. On 
the conelueion of these operations, the Viceroy and Coveroor-Genernl, in re* 
cognition of the emioeoC services rendered to the British Govenicnent by the 
State Nipsl, declared bis intention to restore to the Maharajah the whole 
of the lowlands lying between the Biver Eali and the District or Coruokporo, 
which belonged to the Slate of Nipal in ISib, and were ceded to the British 
Government in that yesr hy the aforesaid Tresty. These lands hove now been 
identified by Commissioners appointed for tbe purpose by the British Govern* 
msot, in t^e presence of Commissioners deputed by the Nipal Durbar; ma¬ 
sonry pillars have been erected to mark the future boundary of the two Ststea, 
and tbe territory has been formally delivered over to the Nlpalese Antbor!ties.
